Every International motocross held 
in the U.S. in those days gave the 
results as follows — ‘‘First overall 
and two-three-four-and-so-on”’ to 12 
or soand then we would truly, proudly 
cheer for “and first American” who- 
ever it happened to be on that partic- 
ular day. 


Gary Bailey and Barry Higgins 
were considered the best American 
motocrossers at that time. However, 





on that freezing cold Oregon day I 
watched Bob Leach lap both Gary 
Bailey and Barry Higgins and whip 
every European except Ake Johnson, 
Bengt Aberg and Willi Bauer. This is 
not intended in any_way to put down 
any of the great riders mentioned 
above. I only wish, as I have for many 
years, that all of America could have 
been as proud of BobLeach asI was 
that day, and still am. 

By the way, I am not related to Bob 
nor am I a personal friend. I met Bob 
for the first time at a motocross in 
Albany, Oregon on November 18, 
1984. Watching him blow away the 
Vet class that day, without theaid ofa 
stopwatch to help me, he looked fast- 
er, at age 34, than any of the local 
Pros.

Battle of the Twins 


Church outpowers 
aworld champion

Gene Church used the Don Tilley-tuned 
Harley-Davidson nicknamed Lucifer’s 
Hammer to win the Battle of the Twins 
combined Grand Prix/Heavyweight Modi- 


fied race overall, fending off an 


end-of-race challenge by former 
500cc Road Racing World 
Champion Marco Lucchinelli on a 
Cagiva. 

The battle between Church’s Harley 
Owner’s Group (HOG)-sponsored 
1000cc Harley and Lucchinelli’s 748cc 
Cagiva developed late in.a race that 
Church controlled from the start. In 
fact, Church had so commanding a 
lead after several laps that Tilley and 
Vic Fasola signalled him to slow 
down and take it easy; upon com- 
mand, Church slowed his lap times 
from his early-race 2:06s to 2:12s and 
cruised out front, alone. 

The problem was that Lucchinelli, 
riding a new endurance bike that 
arrived in Daytona in time for a single 
20-minute practice session, was work- 
ing his way through the pack unno- 
ticed by Tilley and Fasola. Lucchi- 
nelli started at the back of the grid 
because he had no 1984 BoTT points 





— he didn’t ride a single event before 
this race at Daytona — and last-season 
points were the basis for gridding, 
former-World-Champion-status not- 
withstanding. 

So it was that Lucchinelli, charg- 
ing hard, moved closer and closer to 
Church. Along the way, Lucchinelli 
collided with Malcolme Tunstall’s 
Ducati; Tunstall would eventualy 
finish third, and would later tell the 
press the incident illustrated Lucchi- 
nelli’s “...typical Italian riding.” 

When Tilley and Fasola realized 
what was happening, they signalled 
Church to speed up by sticking their 
thumbs in the air — but Church 
didn’t understand the message. The 
message did become clear, though, 
when Lucchinelli caught Church in 
the chicane on the 11th lap and flew 
past; Church had a serious power 
advantage and repassed on the bank- 
ing, but Lucchinelli passed again in 
the infield, and the battle was joined, 
Church instantly dropping his lap 
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George Roeder (shown) ran away from the rest of the Stock class, and did 
his racing with Roger Eliasson’s Lightweight Modified Triumph.

times in amazement. The last lap in 
the 15-lap race showed both Church 
and Lucchinelli turning 2:08 and at 
the finish it was Church, impressed 
and surprised and wondering.all at 
once. 

Tunstall was third overall, ahead 
of Roger Reiman, who rode with a 
cast on a broken wrist after getting a 
medical release from orthopedic sur- 
geon Dr. David Kieffer of Gem City 
Bone and Joint in Wyoming; Keiffer 
rode his Ducati to fifth behind Rei- 
man’s Harley-Davidson. Behind Keif- 
fer came Greg Smrz on Doctor John’s 
Moto Guzzi and Dave Roper (riding 
with a broken left foot taped up and 
covered by a borrowed, oversize boot 
and a medical release signed by, no 
surprise, Dr. Kieffer.) 

Dave McClure rode-his Harley- 
Davidson-and-Castrol-sponsored 
XR1000 — tuned and prepped by 
Fasola — to a wire-to-wire victory in 
the Heavyweight Modified class, and 
was the only rider in that class not 
lapped by the Grand Prix class top 
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runners. McClure turned consistent 
2:12s en route to victory. 

Notable non-finishers included 
Jimmy Adamo — his Team Leoni 
Cagiva’s clutch fried on the start — 
and John Williams, whose Dale New- 
ton-owned-and-tuned Ducati (iden- 


_ tical to Lucchinelli’s Cagiva except 


for paint and the tank logo) broke a 
motor mount bolt on the starting 
grid, allowing the engine to drop 
down and forcing Williams to forget 
about racing. 

“I didn’t even know I was racing a 
World Champion but I knew he was 
one hell of a rider,” said Church 
later.” The way he was going through 
those turns! If I didn’t have a little 
extra motor on him, I don’t think I 
would have beaten him.” 

Church’s bike was running with 
his spare engine, a well-used one 
with several races on it, because the 
engine he planned on using deve- 
loped problems during Speed Week. 

The separate Lightweight Modi- 
fied/Stock combined BoTT race was 
won by Roger Sears, who led every 
lap and ran away from the field on 
his Ducati. Sears dedicated his victory 
to his father, who faced open heart 
surgery and couldn’t attend the race. 

The best battle of the race — for 
second overall — came between Stock 
class reigning champion and class 
leader Will Roeder (on an XR1000 
Harley-Davidson) and Roger Elias- 
son on his Lightweight Modified 
Triumph. The two swapped back 
and forth, especially in the infield, 
Eliasson’s Triumph smoking on 
downshifts but hanging with Roed- 
er’s Harley just the same. Nobody 
else was close to challenging them for 
second/third, and they were still in 
the back-straight chicane when Sears 
was crossing the start/finish line dur- 
ing the closing laps. But the battle 
ended just before the finish when 
Eliasson encountered problems. He 
was credited with 12th in class, out of 
the top 20 overall. Roeder was second 
overall, first in Stock. e

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Liebmann, Roper 
split classic battles

Kurt Liebmann and Dave Roper staged two 
hard-fought battles in the Historic Road 
Race program with Liebmann winning the 
pre-1950 500cc class over Roper and having 


the tables turned by Roper in 
the Formula 750 final. 

The Formula 750 race was 
added to this year’s program 
and featured machinery from the early 
1970s. The final was a reenactment of 
the classic struggle between the boom- 
ing BSA/Triumph triples and the 
howling Honda fours. Dave Roper, 
on the Team Obsolete BSA, led 
throughout over Kurt Liebmann’s 
Honda CB750, though never by more 
than 100 yards or so. 

“I had motor on him on the bank- 
ing,” said Liebmann, “but-he rides 
harder than I do on these old bikes.”’ 

Behind the field. showed a good 
selection of the machines from that 
early Superbike era 15 years ago with 
Kurt Lynch’s Ducati holding down 
third place for a long time until he 
made a mistake and was passed by 
Pete Kogut’s “Yellow Peril” Norton 
twin and Pat Conroy’s crackling 
Harley-Davidson KR flathead. Con- 
roy ran third at one stage after Kogut 
ran off the track briefly, but then it 
was his turn to do the same thing and 
Conroy wound up fifth behind the 
European bikes. 

The biggest entry of the day was in 
the Lightweight race which opened 
the program. The race featured a 
flag-to-flag win for last year’s victor 
Malcolme Tunstall, riding the same 
Ducati 350 which his dad Syd won so 
many races and championships on in 
Florida 10 or more years ago. 

“We were too busy working on the 
Battle of the Twins bikes to even 
check the little Ducati over,” said 
Tunstall. “It hasn’t even been cleaned 
since last year. All we did was pull it 
out of the corner of the shop where 
it’s been since last year’s win, changed 
the gas, and brought it to the track. I 
wish racing was always that easy.” 

Ed Culbertson made it a Syd’s Cycles 
double when he took the 250cc class 
win in the combined race ahead of a 
trio of CRS Harleys led by Bob Craw- 
ford. An interesting entry was Erich 
Bley’s water-cooled Adler twin which, 
like the other 250cc two-strokes, ran 
in the 350cc class to even things up. 
The bike was made in Germany in 
1956, and clearly shows the origins of 
the Yamaha TZ250 which came along 
15 years later. Bley placed sixth on 
the bike, which until last year was 
raced successfully in the flourishing 
European vintage scene by its Ger- 
man former owner before Bley 
brought it to the U.S. ` 

Surprisingly, the most exciting race 
of the day was the one for bikes made 
before 1950. This featured an outstand- 
ing duel for victory throughout the 
10 laps between the two quite differ- 
ent Indians of Illinois teammates Pat 
McHenry and L.V. Hall. McHenry’s 
“big-base’’ V-twin Scout flathead, 
one of only 50 such machines made 
by the Massachusetts factory in the 
late 1940s, proved faster on the bank- 
ing than Hall’s 500cc overhead-valve 





Warrior parallel twin. On each lap in 


the infield, Hall would come shoot- 
ing up on. his friend under braking, 
with each of them grappling with the 
limited ground clearance and hand 
shifters of their steeds. The lack of a 
steel shoe didn’t stop Hall from trail- 
ing his foot in the slower turns, but in 
the end McHenry won by a bike 
length, in spite of having the bike 
jump out of second gear going onto 
the banking on the last lap. 

“I always wanted to win Daytona, 
but I never thought I'd do it on an 
Indian,” joked McHenry, who rode 
the beach course at Daytona in the 
late 50s on Harley and BMW equip- 
ment. McHenry also rode the first 
two Daytona 200s. to be run on the 
banked Speedway. 

Mark Samuelson’s’47 Norton Manx 
was left trailing behind in third until 
he was eventually caught by the win- 
ner of the. 200cc class, Johnny Szol- 
drak, who cranked his little Parilla 
over to some lurid angles on its 
skinny tires. Second to him in the 
class was Bob Barker, a former early 
60s road racer, who was riding a Bul- 
taco 125 belonging to.the star West 
Coast ace of those days, Tony Murphy. 


“Tony’s had this bike almost since 
it was new,” said an elated Barker. 
“Believe it or not, this is the first time 
it’s ever finished a race. The guy he 
bought it from had it new in ’65 and 
couldn't make it run, and neither 
could Murphy. I was just lucky, I 
guess.” 

The main Historic race was for the 
500cc Premier class which also 
allowed 750cc flatheads made after 
1950. Hopes of a repeat of last year’s 
titanic duel between eventual winner 
Kurt Liebmann’s OL Special BMW 
and three-time Daytona 200 victor 
Roger Reiman’s Harley KR750 were 
dashed when Reiman fell off twice in 
practice — the second time spraining 
a wrist badly enough to have him 
withdraw his entry. 

This still left Liebmann to face a 
determined challenge from last year’s 
third place man, and Isle of Man TT 
winner, Dave Roper on the Team 
Obsolete G50 Matchless. From the 
flag, it was Roper who surged into an 
immediate lead with the BMW close 
behind. Surprisingly, the British 
single looked to be a match for the 
German twin for speed on the bank- 
ing, but on lap five Liebmann shot 
into the lead coming out of turn five. 
“I tried coming onto the banking a 
gear higher and bogged it,” said 
Roper, “and before I knew it Kurt 
was past me and 50 yards ahead.” 
Roper soon caught up in the infield 
and at the start of the next lap the two 
were side-by-side going into turn 
four. That’s where the incident hap- 
pened that determined the outcome 
of the race: closing on a slower rider 
going into the turn, Roper was forced 
to take the escape road before rejoin- 
ing the race, still in second place. 
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Dave Roper (1) won the Formula 750 battle over Kurt Liebmann (52). 
Liebmann led Roper to the finish in the pre-1950 500cc class.

“Kurt went for the inside of the 
guy,” said Roper, “and I guess he saw 
him and moved over to the outside to 
give him more room. That left me 
with no place to go since I was 
already shaping up to pass him on 
the outside. We hit each other, he 
went down, and I almost did too. Too 
bad it had to happen because it could 
have been a great last lap otherwise.” 


Liebmann rode steadily to the flag 
to take the win, with Roper closing 
in the final laps, but unable to get 
back on terms. Behind, British visitor 
John Cronshaw, one of England’s 
leading vintage riders, seemed to have 
established a safe third place after an 
early battle with Pat Moroney’s Har- 
ley KR, but a post-race protest that 
Cronshaw’s Manx Norton, entered as 
a 500cc machine, was actually an 
ineligible 600, was upheld when the 
bike’s owner, Kentuckian Martin 
Adams, refused to have the motor 
stripped and measured. The conse- 
quent disqualification left Moroney 
in a well earned third on the flathead 
Harléy, in spite of being lapped by 








the first two flying finishers. 

The switch to the new infield track, 
using the whole of the west banking 
run in reverse, proved an adverse 
move for the older bikes which got 
strung out by the wide-open banked 
section, and also struggled somewhat 
for breath on it. Next year the plan is 
to have a Historic Day at the Speed- 
way on the Tuesday of Cycle Week, 
allowing the older bikes to run on a 
smaller track more suited to their 
abilities. e

had a day of mixed fortunes 
with Tarantino showing his 
best form in the first leg where 
he finished a superb third on 
his production Suzuki. 

Arguably the most impressive per- 
formance of the day though came 
from Sweden's Jorgen Nilsson, who 
was fastest in practice and won the 
second leg convincingly. A perfect 
performance was spoiled by his first- 
leg start when he was last away on the 
works Husky. He got too near the 
gate and the bar dropped on his front 
wheel. Riding like a demon he pulled 
through to finish. fifth which put 
him second overall. 

For Tarantino and Wosick South 
Africa’s first Motocross GP was a 
heaven-sent chance to show their 
metal against the best in the world. 
Both were well prepared for it having 
dominated the South African scene 
between them. Tarantino had won 
two South African Camel Interna- 
tional Series and is reigning South 
African 250cc Champion. Proof that 
he was on top form came from his 
trip back to the states where he won 
the Golden State Series 125cc class 
and was fourth in the 250cc class. 

Tarantino was in a confident mood 
but offical timed practice puta damper 
on his enthusiasm as heavy rain had 
turned the purpose-built circuit into 
a mudbath. Ina country where dust is 
a more usual problem and the organ- 
izers had imported soil specially from 
the coast, mud was an unexpected 
problem. In those conditions the 
Europeans dominated practice with 
Nilson fastest at two minutes 23.55 
seconds closely followed by Vimond 








at 2:24.19, Italian Michele Rinaldi on 
the new works Suzuki at 2:24.65 and 
World Champion Heinz Kinigadner 
from Austria at 2:25.67. 

Tarantino was 10th fastest at 2:29.29 
with Wosick 19th on his Honda, four 
seconds slower. With no more rain 
and some work by the organizers the 
circuit dried considerably by the first 
leg and Vimond shot into the lead 
from the start. He was certainly in- 
spired and left Kinigadner to do bat- 
tle with Rinaldi and Maico-mounted 
Swede Lief Niklasson. By lap seven 
Rinaldi had broken away from the 
others and Kinigadner suffered the 
first of three crashes. 

Reigning 125cc World Champion 
Rinaldi set our after Vimond but the 
Frenchman had a 27-second advan- 
tage with nearly half the race com- 
pleted and the situation was impos- 
sible. Back in the pack Tarantino had 
made an average start and was soon 
up to 10th. He worked his way 
through the Europeans steadily, hav- 
ing the most difficulty passing Ger- 
man Arno Drechselon on the KTM 
and Niklasson who were racing for 
fourth behind Swede Anders Erik- 
sson. In the last quarter of the race 
Tarantino dealt with both Drechsel 
and Niklasson, seeming to get quicker 
as the race wore on. As a reward for 
his efforts fortune smiled on him and 
third-place-man Eriksson crashed. 
There was no point in chasing the 
leading pair who were well in front 
and Vimond won comfortably, eas- 
ing off to let Rinaldi close the gap to 
20 seconds at the finish. 

Wosick was very disappointed with

Whitson leads the parade

Richard Whitson, with class wins in For- 
mula One and Unlimited Superbike in the 
Expert division, led the annual invasion of 
Daytona International Speedway by the ranks 


of up-and-coming road racers 
in Cycle Week’s annual ama- 
teur activities day. 

Other performances of note 
were turned in by James Pennington 
in the Expert ranks with a win in 
Middleweight Superbike and a second 
in Formula Two. Novice Steve Gavin 
showed he may be a rider to watch by 
winning the Middleweight Superbike 
class and then turning in second 
place performances in Heavyweight 
and Unlimited Superbike. 

Of the 565 riders pre-entered to try 
their skill on a modified 1.7 mile 
course utilizing the majority of the 
Daytona infield course in addition to 
running turns two and one (clock- 
wise) of the Speedway oval, 353 saw 
their names appear on the tally sheets. 
No-shows, scratches and mechanical 
attrition thinned the ranks. 

Whitson, aboard a Kawasaki 1000 
sponsored by Kawasaki/Suzuki City 
of Stuart, Florida and Superbike Mike 
Engineering, gave all the credit for 
his wins to his sponsors and tuner 
Bob Kathman. 

“The track configuration is really 
quite good,” said veteran racer Kurt 
Leibmann before the Formula One 
final. “The problem is this wind we 
have is blowing sand on the track and 
that could be dangerous.” 

Whitson quickly stole the lead from 
fellow Kawasaki pilot Paul Giam- 
brone and set out to collect his first 
win of the day. Giambrone stayed 
close while crashes eliminated the 
challenges of Kevin Hunt and Allan 
Smallwood. By the halfway point, 
Whitson had a gap on Giambrone 
while Paul Stokes, on a Honda, and 
Yamaha rider James Knipp diced for 
third. The nod went to Stokes at the 
finish. 

New AMA CCS racing is the RZ 
Challenge, an Expert/Novice com- 
bined race for Yamaha RZ350 riders. 
While engines must remain stock, a 
rider may replace any part on his bike 
with parts manufactured by Yamaha 
for RZs sold in other than the U.S. 
The ruling was devised to allow U.S. 


“owners with -bikes-which meet govern- 





ment emissions control rules to com- 
pete with Canadian or other RZs 
which don’t have to meet such rul- 
ings, thus having an overall power 
advantage. 

The win went to Warren Harner in 
a very close finish over Doyle Carter 
after Mark Sturtevant was disquali- 


fied for a rules infraction. Carter led 


off the line with Sturtevant quickly 
assuming the lead while Carter and 
Harner engaged in a close quarters 
duel. Harner eventually got the upper 
hand and kept Carter at bay until the 
finish. Eric Moe finished third. 
Whitson grabbed his second win of 
the day with what amounted toa romp 
in the Unlimited Superbike Expert 
final. Whitson was gone from the start 
and effortlessly opened up a 10-second 
gap on second which remained to the 
finish. Honda 1000 riders Paul Stokes 
and Kevin Hunt had a good tussle 
going for second until Stokes broke 
away late in the race. Hunt then came 
under pressure from John Giambrone 
and his Kawasaki and finally found 
himself in fourth. Hunt had to hold 
off the Suzuki-mounted challenge of 
Ronald Carter to secure his fourth. 
“I just tried to ride as hard as I had 
to for the win,” said Jim Pennington 
after his victory in the Middleweight 
Superbike Expert final. Pennington 
led a Kawasaki Ninja 600 parade of 
the top four spots. Pennington took 
the lead from Anthony Weadon with 
Weadon then sliding down and out 
of contention. Phil Berke held second 
before Ross Hall moved around and 
Berke was forced to follow second 
place finisher Hall home. BB Mon- 
temayer filled out the top four. 
Gavin, aboard a Ninja 600, nearly 
went down in the horseshoe section 
of the track a half-dozen times, but 
never lost control in the Middleweight 
Superbike Novice final while con- 
tinually stretching out his lead. 
Yamaha rider Scott Baringer and 
Honda-mounted Gregg Fenley put 
on a good show in their fight for 
second. Baringer eventually put some 


breathing room on Fenley in the 


final laps to finish second. Gavin had 


. æ 12-second-lead at the finish: .. 
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The Supertwins final was a battle 
of BMWs and Bert Stuckert, Stuart 
Beatson and Devin Battley were the 
combatants. Interestingly, Stuckert 
taught Battley how to get the most 
out of his riding style and Battley, in 
turn, taught Beatson. Stuckert held 
Beatson and Battley at bay for the 
first four laps, but a bobble by Stuck- 
ert while Beatson was challenging 
gave Battley just the opening he 
needed to take the lead and then hold 
on for the win. Beatson topped 
Stuckert for second. 

“I know their riding style and they 
know mine,” said Battley after the 
finish, “I waited for my opening and 
took advantage of their mistakes. It 
could have been anyone’s race.” Batt- 
ley, who recently opened Rockville 
Harley-Davidson in Rockville, Mary- 
land, was riding the San Jose BMW 
(1000) he campaigns in both Battle of 
the Twins and the Superbike ranks. 

Gary Horton, on a Honda 750 out 
of his shop, The Tuning Point, led 
the Heavyweight Superbike Expert 
final from start to finish, but he 
didn’t think he was going to win it. 
“T was cruising along,” said Horton, 
“and on the final lap the engine sput- 
tered and I thought it was going to 
die. I was almost out of gas. I jiggled 
the bike and it went back to running 
smoothly, but it gave Jim Knipp the 
chance to really close the gap on me.” 

Knipp, on a Honda, worked his 
way to second by dispatching the 
Yamaha of Kenneth Davis and then 
Pennington and his Ninja before 
putting a run on Horton. Penning- 
ton slid out while fourth on the final 
lap to end his ride. Knipp topped 
Davis for second. 

Gavin’s trouble in finding a good 
and fast line through the horseshoe 
may have cost him the win in the 
Heavyweight Superbike Novice final. 
Gavin's lead was whittled down on 
each lap by Suzuki rider Geoffrey 
Wilson. Gavin gave him extra en- 
couragement by bobbling badly twice 
and each time Wilson gobbled up 
space. On lap eight, Wilson took the 
lead and held it to the finish. Gavin 
was close behind at the checkered 
flag. 

David Curtis wouldn’t give up in 
the Formula Two Expert final and 
that attitude paid off with a last lap 
pass for the lead and the win — barely 
— over Pennington. The upperhand 
belonged to Pennington, but Yamaha 
TZ250-mounted Curtis inched closer 
onevery lap until it was time to make 
his move on the final one. 

“I had the lead and then I got into 
heavy traffic,” said Pennington. 
“David got by and there was no place 
to get back by him once he got the 
advantage. It’s a tough way to lose 
after riding so hard.”

HOLLYWOOD, FL. MAR 3-4 
“Squeaks” O’Connor made 
good his nearly 7,000 mile trip 
from Anchorage, Alaska to take 
the Top Fuel win in the Drag- 
bike! season opener at Miami-Holly- 
wood Speedway. A special Saturday 
event — the Hognationals — for riders 
with Harley-Davidson machinery 
only saw Sonny Michalowski win the 
Open Fuel class. 

O'Connor, the number one quali- 
fier in the Top Fuel field, started off 
his winning string on a solo pass on 
his nitro-injected Kawasaki in the 
first round of eliminations with a 
strong 8.21 second, 163.63 clocking 
on the quarter-mile. Mark Miller 
soloed into round two on his Turbo 
Kawasaki when Michalowski broke 
off the line. Suzuki rider George 
Babor downed Jaime Morocco for his 
spotin round two while Jim McClure 
outran Larry Hayes. 

O’Connor downed Miller in round 
two for his ticket to the final while 
Babor earned the other final round 
berth with an easy run when McClure 
red-lighted on the start. 

Babor turned in a strong start, but 
it wasn’t enough as O’Connor came 
on strong at the finish to post an 8.69/ 
154.63 to Babor’s losing 8.58/15]. 
The win was O'Connor’s first in 
Dragbike! since 1978. 

The first round in Funny Bike led 
off with top qualifier Ferd Keyes solo- 
ing his Suzuki over the broken Steven 
Bishop Kawasaki. David Hicken 
downed Jo Hutchinson while Randy 
White put Tom Pazolt on the trailer. 

Keyes received a bye into the final 
in round two and Hicken downed 
White to set-up.a-.Suzuki. versus

Kawasaki final. Keyes came off the 
line first and stayed there to down 
Hicken with an 8.346/161.87 pass to 
Hicken’s 8.703/153.84. 

The Pro Stock division provided 
the hottest time for a great portion of 
the crowd as eventual winner Russ 
Nyberg flirted with the national record 
all weekend and 8.6 second times 
were the order of the day. 

Nyberg, the top qualifier, soloed in 
round one while Charlie Gressman 
downed Rod Phillips and Mike Keyte 
made John Mafaro a spectator. John 
Sachs, Jr. outran Larry Ferrante in 
the final pairing. 

Nyberg, on the Power Enterprises 
Kawasaki, defeated Gressman. after 
Gressman had ended his chances on 
the line when he jumped the start 
trying tocuta lighton Nyberg. Keyte 
topped Sachs with an 8.763/151.51 to 
a nearly identical 8.762/150.75 for his 
spot in the final. 

Keyte’s Suzuki camé up with 
mechanical problems after his semi 
run and that left the run in the final 
to Nyberg alone. He responded with 
a solo 8.69/149.25 pass. 

The Pro Competition win went to 
Suzuki rider James Hayden in a solo 
run while in Pro Dragster it was 
Kevin Cleary, on a Harley-Davidson, 
taking the win. Cleary downed 1983 
class champ Steve Hopkins in round 
one and later met Dennis Soquet in 
the final, but Soquet proved no match 
for Cleary’s 8.87/154.63 winning ride. 

Junior Pippin and Woody Wood- 
ward met in the Competition Elimi- 
nator final. Woodward, on a Honda, 
red-lighted on the start to hand an 
easy 10.64/93.84 win to Pippin. ©

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Seventh annual Paris-Dakar Rally 


Rahier victorious again 


By Rex Reese 


Riders head into the Tenere desert, which was considered the toughest part of the Paris-Dakar rally. Severe sand storms added to the difficulty. 





PARIS, FRANCE/DAKAR, SENEGAL, JAN. 1-22 


In an almost-unbelievable come-from- 
behind ride, three-time 125cc Motocross 
World Champion Gaston Rahier piloted 
his battered Team BMW/Marlboro/Play- 


boy 980cc G/S to his second- 
straight win of the grueling, 
6500-mile Paris-Dakar off-road 
rally. The diminutive Belgian’s 
win was all the more remarkable 
because Rahier’s ride almost ended as 
soon as it began — a head-on colli- 
sion with a motorist outside Paris left 
him witha badly damaged — but still 
rideable — machine. Rahier then 
fought his way up through the field 
and surprised everybody at the finish 
by winning the rally with an elapsed 
time of 88 hours, 42 minutes, and one 
second. French rider Jean-Claude 
Oliver (Yam) was second with a time 
of 89:53:03. American rider Chuck 
Stearns, sponsored by Sonauto, the 
French Yamaha importer, in his first 
Paris-Dakar race, placed a credible 
sixth overall with a time of 92:10:50. 

Rahier’s win was also BMW’s fourth 
Paris-Dakar Rally victory in five tries. 
But his misfortune encouraged race- 
watchers to place their bets on more 
likely winners, among them French 
rider Serge Bacou (Yam), who was an 
early leader until he dropped out, 
and Picco (Yam), who led almost to 
the end. Yet, even up.to the final days 
of the three-week-long race, Rahier’s 





chances of winning, much less fin- 
ishing, seemed slim. 

For Team BMW and many other 
teams and individual riders entered 
in the rally, Paris-Dakar is serious 
business. The manufacturer who wins 
this event can bank on seeing increased 
motorcycle sales, since Paris-Dakar 
had earned itself the reputation of 
being not only the toughest off-road 
race in the world, but also the most 
prestigious. Therefore, he who wins 
Paris-Dakar also wins extra market 
share. But that’s easier said than done. 

Preparing for Paris-Dakar is also 
serious racing, and those entered (well, 
mostly everybody) gear up for the 
event with all the meticulousness of a 
major military campaign. Riders pilot 
specially-prepared and equipped 
bikes, which feature giant-capacity 
gas tanks, extra-bright halogen head- 
lights, modified frames to hold up 
under constant pounding, and hand- 
built engines. Besides carrying extra 
spare parts, gas and oil, all entrants 
are required to take with them a sur- 
vival kit and provisions for two days, 
just in case they get lost. And many 
do. Backing all of this up are support 
vans, support planes and helicopters, 
mechanics, doctors, spare parts and 





more spare parts. 

Yet none of the elaborate prepara- 
tions and precautions taken for Par- 
is-Dakar can guarantee success, only 
a fighting chance. All it takes to spell 
defeat is one more big rock to break 
the last spare wheel, one last tweak in 
the frame which defies fixing (chang- 
ing frames was prohibited this year), 
or having the rider break a part of his 
body. This doesn’t include getting 
lost, running out of gas, insufferable 
heat and cold, endless stretches of 
sand, immense dust storms, or even 
armed insurrection. Two people were 
killed when their support airplane 
was shot down by guerillas in Mauri- 
tania, and a British entrant was out of 
the race after he was almost picked 
clean by robbers. 

Racing got underway at 7:00 a.m., 
New Year’s Day, in Paris ata starting 
point near the Eiffel Tower. Besides 
the 300 or so cars and trucks also 
entered, 148 solo motorcycle riders, 15 
sidehack teams, and three ATVs were 
flagged off on their long journey to 
adventure and, maybe, glory. The 
weather at the start was chilly, not 
unusual for late winter in Europe. 
But it would all end over 6000 miles, 
one ocean crossing, half a continent 
and 22 days later in the sweltering 
heat of Dakar, Senegal. This is a 
place on the west coast of Africa were 
both motorcycles and sufficient caloric 
intake are equally rare. Only 25 bikes 
made it all the way. 

Joining Rahier on the factory 
BMWs were Frenchman Raymond 
Loizeaux and German rider Eddy 
Hau, both of whomalso suffered dis- 





asters, forcing them to retire from 
the race, leaving just the Belgian to 
carry on. Also fielding major teams 
were Cagiva, the French and Italian 
Yamaha importers, and Honda 
France. The rest of the field was made 
up of privateers, ranging from well- 
equipped, privately-sponsored teams, 
to riders who were sponsoring them- 
selves. 

Once underway out of Paris, riders 
spent the first day of the race making 
a wide-open run due south to the 
Mediterranean port city of Marseille. 
From there, it would be a two-day 
sea-crossing to Algiers, capital. of 
Algeria, in north Africa. 

But already Rahier was in big 
trouble. He was able to miraculously 
walk away from a head-on crash with 
a car just hours after his start, but his 
factory BMW was a mess, with bent 
forks and frame. It would have been 
no problem to have the support team 
fix Rahier’s bike, but they were already 
on the water and would be waiting 
for him in Algeria. Rahier had no 
option but to get back on his bike and 
ride it the best he could, which was 
with great difficulty. It didn’t handle 
atall, and the former World MX Champ 
spent most of the ride-to Marseille 
crashing and getting back off the 
ground. 

The near-disaster of the first day 
back in France wasn’t made any bet- 
ter by a shaky boat ride across the 
stormy Mediterranean sea. Once in 
Algeria, Rahier and all other entrants 
then had to endure what would be the 
first of several border crossings and 
customs. inspections.as. they.crossed 
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(Above) Gaston Rahier rode a BMW to his second consecutive victory.

from one country to another. 

At this point Rahier was down 
about three hours and 30 places on 
the leader, who was Honda France 
rider Jean-Michel Baron. Attempts 
were made to straighten out Rahier’s 
bike by the BMW mechanics, but 
nothing really worked. Then, to add 
further gloom to the situation, as the 
race progressed to the next stop, 
Ouargla, both Hau and Loizeaux 
injured themselves in crashes, forc- 
ing them to retire. 

But things were slowly beginning 
to look hopeful. As the rally wore on, 
the field quickly began to thin out; 
additionally, Rahier’s problems were 
slowly being solved and he was able 
to make time on the lead. The picture 
up front began changing as well when 
front-runner Baron crashed out of 
the race with a broken collarbone, 
handing over the lead to Team Gau- 
loises Yamaha rider Bacou on day five. 

Bacou remained in command for 
the next several days as the race 
passed through Algeria then into 
Niger. At Agadez on day 10, about 
half of the motorcycle entries were 
history, which was probably just as 
well, because, the really hard racing 








was just beginning. Here, the rally 
departed from its regular course to 
take a loop through the Tenere desert, 
a place so hot, with so much sand, 
locals call it the “desert of deserts.” 

This year, as part of therally’s stra- 
tegy, riders had to bring along a 
compass to help get them along. For 
Bacou, it was, unfortunately, his defec- 
tive compass which led him astray in 
the desolate Tenere. By the time he 
returned to Agadez, Bacou was hot 
and tired, off the pace and out of the 
lead. Picco was now in front. 

The rally rolled westward into the 
country of Mali and the legendary 
city of Timbuktu. Racers trudged 
onward through more vast desert, but 
were suddenly stopped by a horrific 
storm, forcing everybody to seek shel- 
ter in a small canyon for 24 hours 
before the 75 mph gale blew over. 
Once things got moving again, Ra- 
hier had advanced to within 45 min- 
utes of Picco; third was Cagiva rider 
Hubert Auriol. Stearns had spent 
most of the race-riding consistently 
and patiently, even winning some of 
the daily “stages” which made up 
Paris-Dakar, putting himself in the 
top six. or seven overall positions.-.- -.-

Another brief sandstorm made more 
entrants dropout as riders made their 
way into Mauritania which led up to 
the final stages of the rally. Picco, 
who was beginning to feel the pres- 
sure from Rahier gaining on him, 
finally blew his lead by being penal- 
ized for missing a check. Now Rahier 
was the leader. 

While he crossed the deserted waste- 
lands of this north African country, 
Rahier and Stearns became allies for 
the balance of the rally, as they dug 
each other’s bikes out of the sand 
dunes. The two riders kept within 
sight of each other as they wicked it 
through Mali and then, finally, into 
Senegal. After hundreds of miles of 
blazing heat, choking sand, disor- 
ienting terrain, storms, and strange 
people, the final. 30 miles from the

small Senegalese town of Sali to the 
beach north of Dakar was a cakewalk. 
In fact, Stearns cruised on ahead of 
Rahier to win the final stage of Paris- 
Dakar to secure himself sixth place. 

But the race was Rahier’s. He had 
beaten the trackside cynics as well as 
his competition. He had made it when 
others couldn’t. Still, he was the gra- 
cious champion, saying, “Anybody 
who made it to Dakar this year deserves 
to be treated like a winner.” 

The 24 other riders who did probab- 
ly wouldn’t disagree. i

LONE AMERICA 
IN AFRICA

Chuck Stearns did not win the prestigious 
6500-mile Paris-to-Dakar race, but in a way 
it doesn’t really matter — he finished, and 
finished a very respectable sixth overall. 


Stearns, the first American ever 


to finish (or start) the Paris-to- 
Dakar race, spent 22 consecutive 
days on his highly-modified 
TT600 Yamaha riding through the 
deserts and mountains of Northwest- 
ern Africa. We caught up to Stearns a 
few days before he headed back to 
Europe to compete in more races, and 
he told us about what it is like to ride 
Paris-to-Dakar. 

“The rally itself started right at the 
Eiffel Tower in.Paris, France, and 
headed down paved roads to the Medi- 
terranean — about 684 miles,” said 
Stearns. “It was along haul. Then we 
loaded up our bikes on a boat and 
headed to Algeria, where we all spent 
the night in a hotel. 

“Of the first three special test sec- 
tions, I had fuel pump problems in 
two of them. I had to transfer gas 
from the front tank to the rear tank 
with a bottle and lost about an hour. 
The third special test section was 325 
miles through very, very fast desert 
—I won it by half an hour. The 
fourth special test was a short one — 
it ran through the mountains for 
about 100 miles. The course wound 
around the mountains, sort of like 
the Pike's Peak race (held in Colo- 
rado), but I had fuel pump problems 
again. 

“The next day weswent 373, miles 
through the Tenere desert. I kind’ve 
had an eerie feeling through there, 
because it is very, very flat and you 
can see 360° of the horizon, The ter- 
rain is the same consistent color and 





around. I was going 100 mph for 
hours on end — definitely a weird 
feeling. 

“On this day, I could see Gaston's 
(Rahier) tracks, but I could tell’ he 
was going 5° off course. I knew my 
compass was right, so I took my own 
direction. I feel pretty confident when 
I’m out there alone, so I don’t have 
much problem being away from other 
riders. 

“Then we had what was called the 
marathon section. It was 746 miles 
that was broken up into two special 
test sections. There was a lot of shrub- 
ery, the ground was soft and it wasn’t 
very fast. 

“The next special test section was 
249 miles through rolling meadows 
that had strange-looking trees. The 
course went around and around, 
kind of like a motocross course. For 
the past few days, we were out of the 
desert, then we headed back into the 
desert that turned out to be the hard- 
est part of the rally, because where 
they sent us, there were no roads, and 
at this point, it was all navigation by 
the way of compass and roll chart. 

“On the chart, they gave us pic- 
tures of mountains, and you had to 
watch your odometer and follow the 
mountains. At one point, they had to 
stop the rally because of severe sand 
storms and continue the second half 
the next day. It was really bad. 

“After that, we headed into Sene- 
gal where there was thick vegetation, 
lots of shrubbery, and this is where 
we saw a lot of animals. I saw mon- 


. keys.and hyenas, through here. This 
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led us into Cobra National Park ‘that 
was also full of shrubbery. 

“The last special test section ended 
in Dakar. It runs through old villages 
and jungles. The roads were very nar- 
row paths that are usually used by 
donkeys pulling carts, and I was the 
first rider through this section. The 
best way I found to handle this sec- 
tion was to ride into town and ask the 
local natives where the next village 
was. I would say the name of tHe vil- 
lage, and they would point in the 
right direction and to the road I had 
to take. 


“I left the park and entered a 310- 
mile stretch to Dakar. I went to a 
town called Thies, from Thies I head- 
ed towards the beach and then to 
Dakar, which was about 37 miles. On 
that day, I had four seconds on the 
guy for fifth, but there were so many 
people on the beach, I had to back off 
and he caught up to me, and he beat 
me by one second — I finished sixth. 

“The most difficult section of the 
rally was through the Mietia desert 
—there has never been a road cut 


_ through there, and that was scary. 


Everybody got together and rode 
through there together, but I went by 
myself, because I wanted to make up 
time — it was kind've like crossing 
hell. It was rocky, absolutely no vege- 
tation and reminded me of Death 
Valley (in California), There were 
parts where the sand dunes were so 
soft, it would bury my bike up to the 
engine cases and cover the front disc 
brake. 

“This was the day I had the most 
problems, I would hit sand dunes 
that would swallow my bike five, six 
or seven times in one day. I would 
have to get off my bike and pull it out 
by the front wheel, all by myself — it 
was very tiring. It was pretty hot, too; 
about 90°. It was enough to make you 
sweat while you were riding. That 
day lost 35 bikes and a lot of cars too. 

“In the Tenere desert, where there 
was horizon in every direction, our 
route chart said that after 186 miles 
we would see the mountain range of 
Boute du Mauritanie; sure enough, 
right at 186 miles, I saw the moun- 
tain range, and it dropped me right 
into the middle of them where they 
had a checkpoint. 

“All throughout the rally, I was 
very conscientious about my bike —it 
has to go all these miles every day. 
You're allowed to change twoenginés, 
but itis a matter of making it through 
each day, although, my bike is a four- 
stroke and is a mild revver, so it’s 
almost indestructible. 

“At the end of each day, I stayed in 
a camp wherever the rally stopped. 
Africa Tours, who sponsored the rally, 
had food for us every night; it was 
good food but nothing I would go 
outand eat right now. But during the 
rally, it was very good. 

“Half the other nights, we would 
stay ina village. We hada guy on the 
plane who hada little pee-wee motor- 
cycle that, as soon as we landed, 
would run into the villages and find 
us a house or hotel to stay in. We had 
it pretty good. 

“My job at the end of the day was to 
fill the bike up with gas and leave a 
note on the bike for my mechanic to 
make any necessary repairs. My me- 
chanic would travel behind me in a 
four-wheel drive Land Rover and 
would cover the same exact course as 
the riders, just in case you should 
break down, they can come along and 
pick you up. 

“Immediately after I ate, I would 
go to some private place and would 
pull out my roll book and my papers 
that I roll on my roll chart and trans- 
late the French roll book into Eng- 
lish.. I can understand French, but I 
rewrote itin'my roll chart in English 
sol can read it faster..1t would take an 








hour to an hour-and-a-half to do the 
translation. 

“I carry a backpack that contains 
certain mandatory items. One of them 
is a walkie-talkie that you use when’ 
you get lost. If-you pull this cord on 
the walkie-talkie, it turns on a silent 
beep that they pick up in the helicop- 
ter. You are only allowed to use it if 
you are very, very lost, and if you do 
use it, you aré out of the race auto- 
matically. Luckily, I never had to use 
it. Plus; you have to carry with youa 
day/night signal flare (it can be used 
either day or night), an energy lan- 
tern, a small first-aid kit, a mirror, 
and two metallic blankets to break 
the wind. I also carry a little water. 

“I did run into a few problems out 
there. Two days in the Tenere desert, 
I had problems with bad gas. At 279 
miles out, which is about the range of 
my gas tank, they had a gas pit, and I 
picked up bad gas. So, I had to 
change spark plugs twice, two differ- 
ent days. In order to do that, I had to \ 
take off the airbox and the 12-gallon 
gas tank, which caused me some 
problems. Then, one of those days, I 
had an electrical short. After that, I 
didn’t really have any more prob- 
lems; just a bad fuel pump, gas line, 
bad gas, an electrical short and some 
problems with the foam in one of my 
tires. I had a lot of confidence in my 
TT600. 

“The worst experience I had in the 
full 22 days of riding was a run-in 
with a dog, and I almost crashed. I 
was just about wide open when this 
dog wandered out in front of me; I 
turned left real quick, but it still 
wandered in my way. Then it stopped 
right in front of me and I mowed . 
right through the dog. I killed the 
dog and almost crashed. 

“Then there was this one night ina 
special test section, and I was the 
eighth bike through. The guys in 
front of me weren't relying on com- 
passes, so I took off in my own direc- 
tion, and, sure enough, I found the 
course and I was leading. My roll 
chart says always, always head west. I 
kept thinking ‘west, always west,’ but 
about 20 miles from the finish, the 
road turned kind of north, and it 
really threw me off. I should've stayed 
on the main road, and I continued 
west... west. It got dark, and I was 
basically lost and was a little scared 
— I didn’t have any idea where I was. 
As it turned out, Rahier also got lost 
by following my tracks. This was one 
of the most frightening times. Even- 
tually, I sat down and pulled out my 
headlamp that I carry in by backpack 
and opened up my map. I figured out 
there was this road in front of me, and 
once I got to the road I knew where I 
needed to go. It was, again, kind of a 
scary feeling — being very, very alone. 

“At the finish, I had an excellent 
feeling within me — it’s a feeling of 
accomplishment. Many people 
thought that I couldn’tand wouldn't 
do it; being the first American and 
the only one really made me feel 
good. The only real feeling of disap- 
pointment came during the last 10 
days. I picked up three hours on the 
leader, and I won the most special test 
sections, so I was a little disappointed 
I didn’t win, and that I didn’t do a 
little better. I wanted first place real 
bad. Shortly thereafter, I felt really 
good that I made it — really good. 

“T saw all kinds of neat terrain and 
some really great people along the 
way, and I loved every minute of it. 
One thing is for sure — the Africa I 
saw was very alive and healthy. 

“I think riding Paris to Dakar is 
the ultimate off-road experience, be- 
cause three-quarters of the rally was 
the most fun riding I've ever done in 
my whole life; it’s virgin territory, 
there’s no whoop-de-doos and it’s 
very scenic. I think it’s the ultimate, 
and I want to do it again.” e

The incredible

Upon arriving in Dakar, the capital city of 
Senegal, on January 22, a 37-year-old Belgian 
dwarf with bristles sprouting out of his top 
lip proclaimed: “It’s the most beautiful day 


of my life...” 

Gaston Rahier had, against 
all odds, won the Paris-Dakar 
Rally for the second time. Fif- 
teen days previously, as the BMW 
team effort crumbled around his ears 
and his own time penalities mounted 
towards terminal proportions, he'd 
disconsolately mumbled: ‘‘Here, I 
think everything is lost.” 

The French, never noted for magna- 
nimity in either victory or defeat, 
blamed Rahier’s winning in 1984 on 
luck. In '85, they had no such excuse. 
In last year’s rally, French pique was 
aroused because “‘Gastonnet’’ — the 
derisive “Baby Gaston” label they'd 
given him — decisively trounced his 
BMW team-mate and all-round 
French superstar, Hubert Auriol. To 
twist the knife, Auriol had discovered 
that, despite winning the rally twice 
for BMW, in 1980 and 1983, he’d been 








on a vastly inferior financial deal to 
Rahier. 
With factory and other sponsors’ 


bonuses, the little Belgian was reputed 
to have collected a “drink” worth 
more than $100,000. Auriol was nota 
happy man and Gallic pride led him 
into comprehensively burning his 
boots by demanding a similar deal 
for his 1985 effort. 

BMW not only dispensed with his 
services, but also moved the whole 
rally team organization back to the 
factory in Germany. Expatriate Ger- 
man ISDE veteran Herbie Schek, who 
had designed and built all the boxer- 
based desert bikes for BMW France, 
was also left out in the cold, and 
entered the ’85 Paris-Dakar on a KTM. 

Against such an acrimonious back- 
ground, Rahier headed towards this 
year’s bash. Like many desert racers, 
his pedigree. was excellent, particu- 
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larly the three sets of 125cc motocross 
World Championships nailed up over 
his mantlepiece from way back in 
1975, 1976 and 1977. His conversion 
from being an over-the-hill MX hero 
to riding over hills of sand. right 
across Africa had been punctuated by 
a demonstration of extraordinary 
toughness and resilience when faced 
with horrific injury. 

One of Gaston's wrists was almost 
completely severed in 1982. The hand 
was only saved by being sewn back on 
and then surgically linked to his 
abdomen, to maintain sufficient blood 
supply, for several weeks. He had 
proved, too, that his diminutive sta- 
ture wasn’t any hindrance to riding 
the massive BMW desert battleaxes 
WFO... 

The new factory controlled team 
unveiled its bikes in Marlboro colors, 
having lost the previous year’s main 
sponsorship from Penthouse. Just to 
maintain some mammary interest 
though, a subsidiary deal got the 
Playboy logo onto the paint job. 
Looking for some practice, Rahier 
took his bike to Egypt for the Roth- 
mans Pharoahs Rally and promptly 
took it to first place. German moto- 
cross and enduro rider Eddy Hau 
gained his spurs in the BMW team by 
coming second. The pair also crossed 
the Atlantic to share a ride in the Baja 
1000, finishing fifth overall. 

In the freezing grey Parisian dawn 
on New Year’s Day, Gaston Rahier 
set outas the clear favorite to take his 
BMW to Dakar ahead of everyone 
else. Almost immediately, his luck 
seemed to have run out... 

That first day of the Paris-Dakar 
was a 620-mile blast down surfaced 
roads through France to the Mediter- 
ranean port of Sete, for embarkation 
to Algiers. The only dangers were 
boredom and the intense cold. Rahier 
livened things upa bit fora few of the 
500,000 spectators lining the route by 
attempting to head-butt a passing 
motorist near Brive. While he escaped 
without personal injury, his bike had 
become distinctly second-hand. Three 
days later, after the sea crossing anda 
gentle, non-competitive, 370-mile ride 
south from the Algerian coastline to 
Ouargla, he discovered just how ser- 
iously second-hand it actually was... 

The rally began in earnest with a 
190-mile special test to E] Golea. The 
entire BMW master plan, based on a 
team of three riders supported by 13 








mechanics — equipped with three 
Puch 280GE 4-WD truck-ettes and a 
MAN heavyweight number, loaded 
with spares and chilled tinnies — not 
to mention the manager, extra span- 
nerman and physiotherapist stage- 
hopping in a support aircraft, began 
to disintegrate. The frame of Rahier’s 
bike was bent and he spent much of 
the first day riding it sideways, doing 
crab impersonations and getting pen- 
alized on time. Worse still, the third 
team member, Raymond Loizeaux, 
scuppered his veteran Paris-Dakar 
reputation by seriously lunching self 
and bike. He had to retire and Hau 
was also down on time. 

Rahier’s position would have been 
even further down the field if a French 
BMW-mounted privateer called 
Pescheur hadn’t surrendered his own 
back wheel to replace Gaston’s item, 
smashed in the rocky wadis. This 
generosity was returned by the BMW 
entourage, who gave virtual works 
support to Pescheur for the rest of the 
rally. 

Another three days later, as the rally 
reached the last town in Southern 
Algeria, Tamanrasset, the situation 
hadn’t improved. During the last 
dangerous special test, looping up 
into the Hoggar mountains from In 
Amguel to Tam, Eddy Hau crashed 
so heavily that his retirement was 
inevitable. As the mechanics worked 
feverishly to straighten out Gaston’s 
bike at every overnight stop and fuel 
check, the loneliness of being a sole 
survivor set in. He came close to giv- 
ing up, but didn’t. 

Self-satisfied pundits, seeing Rahier 
over 30 places down the field and some 
two hours behind the lead bike at El 
Golea, had too speedily written him 
off as a no-hoper. At Agadez, in 
Niger, he had crept back up to eighth 
place, despite still being over two 
hours adrift of works Yamaha rider 
Serge Bacou. The daunting two-day 
loop through the very heart of the 
Sahara, the Tenere desert, began, 
nicknamed the “Santos Raid’’ by 
rally organizer Thierry Sabine and 
designed to deliberately thin the field 
out, if not actually kill them. 

It may be unkind to suggest that 
old motocross headbangers have dif- 
ficulty operating maps and compass, 
but blinded by sandstorms as they 
rode through featureless dunes, an 
awful lot of them got lost... except 
little Gaston on the biggest and least-

manageable bike. Rahier was quick- 
est on both days and, when he got 
back to Agadez, was lying second 
overall behind the Italian Yamaha 
rider Franco Picco. 

Bacou had not only dropped from 
first but also dropped out of the top 
10. The search aircraft were still look- 
ing for him and crueller wags were 
joking that if you were following 
Serge and he turned left, the best route 
was obviously to the right. When he 
eventually showed up, at the end of 
the Agadez rest day, recriminations 
began to fly, mainly in the direction 
of Rahier and referring to the mirac- 
ulous improvement in his bike’s 
handling. Had BMW replaced the 
frame? Bacou thought so and wanted 
the scrutineers to check it. His own 
Yamaha team leader, Jean-Claude 
Olivier, silenced his protests, know- 
ing that Rahier’s exclusion would 
lead to reprisals and that the Yams 
were unlikely to be “‘clean.’’ Rahier, 
apparently, just grinned and denied 
everything. 

As the rally swung west toward 
Dakar, still several thousand kilome- 
ters away, the French press were tip- 
ping Picco to win but Gaston began 
whittling away the Italian’s half- 
hour lead. The route stretched 
through Mali towards Mauritania 
and the remaining competitors — 
only a third of those starting from 
Paris were left — realized that Sabine 
had saved up a nasty surprise. Tradi- 
tionally, the last week of the Paris- 
Dakar Rally gets easier, showing mer- 
cy to tired bikes and tired riders. This 
year it even got harder, It was still wide 
open... 

Although a calm and patient rider, 
Rahier began to lose the caution that 
had kept his damaged bike rolling in 
the rally’s early days. Attacking Picco 
also meant blowing off Auriol, his 
old adversary, who was making a 
desperate attempt to climb up the 
Belgian’s chuff. Gaston had started 
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riders went down like flies on the 
road from Tombouctou. 

The conditions in Mauritania were 
truly horrible. Miles of ‘feche-feche’, 
which is soft alluvial sand covered by 
a thin crust, were punctuated by trea- 
cherous dunes and mountainous sec- 
tions that were like riding up heaps 
of rubble. Sandstorms were still pre- 
valent and even the support planes 
risked being shot down by Polisario 
guerrillas. (One of them actually was, 
killing both occupants.) Disputes 
continued about the efficacy of 
Sabine’s timekeeping and the erratic 
way penalties got dished out. 

At Kiffa, Picco’s mum (or his me- 
chanic) tucked him in for the night 
dreaming of an apparent 45-minute 
edge over Rahier. Poor Franco woke 
up in the morning to be told that 
Gaston had really got the lead — by 
seven minutes. BMW’s small Belgian 
person was finally in front. Picco was 
not happy... he continued screaming 
the gut Italian translation of “I was 
robbed” right up to the end. 

In those last days, Italian team 
unhappiness characterized the Paris- 
Dakar. Squabbling broke outamongst 
the Cagiva-Ligier crew as to whether 
Marinoni had passed Auriol, or not. 
The truth was, as always, a prisoner 
of Thierry Sabine’s conscience. Leav- 
ing the arguments about spaghetti 
allocation in the distance behind him, 
Gaston Rahier pulled out a healthy 
half-hour lead before his triumphal 
throttle-happy run down the 37 miles 
of Tiougioune beach into Dakar, the 
thunder of Atlantic surf in his ears. 
He earned the first sloppy kiss from 
“Miss Senegal” and Yamaha’s Jean- 
Claude Olivier got the second, hav- 
ing crept past the Italian to grab the 
number two slot. 

Capital investment, power-to- 
weight ratios or numbers of cylinders 
had meant nothing. Raw circum- 
stance, raw courage and raw talent 
had conspired to make sure that the

his ride into 11th place, complaining 
of problems with the rear shock on 
his production Honda. From the start 
of the second leg he was obviously 
determined to put that well behind 
him. He gated superbly along with 
Nilsson, Drechsel and South African 
Brett Redman, son of four-times 
road race World Champion Jim Red- 
man. Nilsson was soon away into 
and increasing an unassailable lead, 
even more impressive than Vimond’s 
effort in the first leg. This time Vi- 
mond had started badly and was in 
the bottom half of the top 10. Worse 
off was Tarantino who fell on the 
first lap, spraining his ankle. “All I 
could do then was ride consistantly 
and hope to finish,” he commented 
later. 


Another faller on the first lap was - 


Rinaldi and he was even further back 
than the American. Up front things 
were not going as well as they seemed 
for Wosick. “I had a puncture right 
from the start, I fought it for a bit but 
when it was completely flat it was 
hopeless and I had to pull in. I am 
really disappointed because I wanted 
to put on a good show here so that I 
could get the backing to go to Europe 
later in the year for some of the sta- 
dium meetings. I still want to go but 
it isn’t going to be easy.” 

Wosick stopped after six laps and 
Eriksson, who had been charging 
through the field, was promoted to 
fourth. Fifth was Frenchman Patrick 
Fura on a Honda and sixth the KTM 
of Belgian Dirk Geukens but they 
were rapidly being overhauled by the 
hard-charging Vimond. Through the 
middle of the race the Frenchman 
pushed on relentlessly and although 
Eriksson fought back strongly when 
it came to taking fourth place he 
could only hold on to Vimond for a 
couple of laps. 

Next came South African Redman 
and as Vimond closed in to take third 
the partisan crowd tried to encourage 
their man to greater efforts. He had 
nothing left to give, though, being 
unused to the Grand Prix distance. 
Vimond out-braked him into a tight 
left hander over a rise and it was all 
over for the local rider. His strength 
was spent and, although he tried 
gamely, he dropped back to finish 
seventh, still a promising’start to his 





Grand Prix career. 

Up front, Nilsson stretched his 
lead to 20 seconds before being told to 
cool it by mechanic-cum-manager 
Rolf Tibbin, an ex-World Champion. 
Dreschel held a comfortable third 
well ahead of Vimond, who was 30 
seconds down at the flag. Eriksson 
held with Fura only just keeping 
fifth from Dutchman Gert van Doorn 
ona Honda, who had fought his way 
up from a bad start. Kinigadner was 
glad to finish eighth and get a few 
points after the disastrous first leg 
which had finally ended with him 
crashing into the crowd over a jump 
and injuring a spectator. Marc Vel- 
keneers on a Maico was ninth after 
he, too, had crashed out of the first 
leg. 

Tarantino was disappointed to be 
13th after such a great ride in the first 
leg. It didn’t mean that he was about 
to race off to Europe and follow the 
Grand Prix circuit. “That would 
take an awful lot of doing,” he said, 
“T've settled here for the moment so 
I'll be staying for the season at least, 
after that, who knows. To be honest I 
didn’t really expect the Europeans to 
be as fast as they were.” 

South Africa made a big effort to 
see that their first motocross Grand 
Prix was a success and both the cir- 
cuitand the organization were praised 
by the riders. They will be holding 
the event again in '86. As far as the 
250cc championship goes, Vimond 
flies home with 35 points to Nilsson’s 
31 but the Swede was tremendously 
impressive on the new water-cooled 
monoshock Husqvarna and will be a 
hard man to beat for the rest of the 
season. e

The Americans dominated 
the first eight races, with brothers 
Steve and Mike Bast scoring impres- 
sive wins over world champions Ivan 

` Mauger and John Davis. Rain poured 
down and the track became unrideable 
after the 14th race, and the event was 
cancelled. At the time the American's 
held a 14-point lead in the event, giv- 
ing them the overall series win: 110 
points, to 103 points for the world 
team. 


Gary LaPlante rode his Bultaco to 
first place in the Expert class at the 
Usery Pass Trials, held near Pho- 
enix, Arizona. LaPlante was followed 
at the finish by Suzuki riders Jeff 
Koskie and Tim LeBlanc. 


The Husqvarna 250CR was scrutin- 
ized, and was found that “It requires 
an experienced rider to wring the full 
benefits from it.”

Security has. been ultra-tight at KTM’s 
Lorain, Ohio, facility lately, and for good 
reason: stored inside the warehouse is a pair 
of hybrid motorcycles with “‘classified’’ writ- 


ten all over them. Our very first 
peek, after gaining the proper 
security clearance from outpost 
commander Jack Lehto, was a 
real eye-opener. The two machines, 
dressed in olive drab plastic and coated 
in olive drab epoxy paint, were not 
the modified late-model KTM enduro 
models we expected to emerge from 
the shroud of military secrecy. Instead, 
they appeared to have been designed 
from the ground up with a singular 
purpose in mind: to transport a sold- 





ier across the countryside (snow- 
covered or otherwise) in a quick, effi- 
cient and easily-managed manner. 
And if you’re not on the roll call list 
in the Austrian Army, you'll proba- 
bly never get a chance to take these 
machines out on maneuvers. 

There are two main features which 
separate the KTM Gelande-Military 
from the garden variety on/off road 
bike. The first and most obvious dif- 
ference is the addition of a pair of 
skis, mounted to function as out- 
riggers in snow. What if there is no 








snow? The skis come off in a jiffy and 
stow atop the luggage rack on the 
rear. The second difference is an 
automatic clutch, which is mated toa 
standard five-speed transmission. A 
simple centrifugal design, the clutch 
is basically a larger diameter applica- 
tion of the clutch used in the Husq- 
varna 500AE enduro bike or the 
common chain saw. KTM also builds 
the bike with a standard conventional 
clutch, and we were also granted a 
peek and ride on that mount. 

The skis are similar to those on a 
snowmobile, but they are shorter and 
don’t have the sharp runners on their 
bottoms. They are more than flota- 
tion devices — the rider’s feet have to 
be in place on the skis for the system 
to work. Then, by weighting the 
proper ski, you can do all sorts of 
acrobatics and come out looking like 
a pro. And while the skis themselves 
don’t turn per se (turning is still done 








with the wheel), they are what give 
the machine a feel totally different in 
the handling department than any- 
thing else. 

Since your feet are secured in the 
skis, how do you shift gears? KTM’s 
engineers came up with a simple 
solution to that problem — a handle- 
bar-mounted shifter. A push/pull 
cable setup connected to a rearward 
extension of the standard shifter does 
the trick. The system is still under 
development, which sounds good to 
us since it was on the blink when we 
dropped our feet into the skis on the 
first ride. Since most terrain can be 
negotiated in either second or third 
gear, lifting your foot off the ski once 
ina while tosmack the standard shifter 
is not much of a problem. 

After watching several people (most 
dressed like they were embarking on 
an expedition to the top of Mt. Eve- 
rest or for a bobsled run in the Olym- 
pic games) try their numbed hand at 
riding the snomobike, we came to the 
obvious conclusion that no one rides 
it for the first time without incident. 
For starters, even starting is a learn- 
ing experience. You put your right 
leg in the ski, lift your leg and kick 
the motor over, which doesn’t sound 
very difficult until you try it on icy 
ground. 

Once shakily under way, you'd bet- 
ter forget about using normal steer- 
ing tactics, especially the one about 
getting your weight to the inside of 
the corner. To get the bike to turn, 
say to the left, throw all of your 
weight onto the right (outside) ski 
and turn the bars until they hit the 
right stops. 

This technique might sound like it 
takes a bit of guts, and for the first five 
or six times it does — especially when 
you come close to or succeed at high- 
siding into the nearest snow bank. 
But once you get your feet wet and 
taste a bit of snow, it’s pure fun. 

What’s the rear tire doing through 
all of this? Hooking up extremely 
well, thanks to hundreds of auto- 
motive-type studs (still in vogue in 
many U.S. states during the winter 
months) dotting the surface. The 
front tire also gets a good bite due to 
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Terry Poovey didn't win any of the five events in the shortened series, but 
consistent finishes gave him his third series title.

JACKSONVILLE, FL, MAR. 5 

Ted Boody, on the Megacycle 
Cams/College Bike Shop Hon- 
da RS-750, took over the lead 
in the Harley-Davidson Dirt 
Track Series point standings with a 
hard-fought win over Terry Poovey 
and Doug Chandler in the Expert 
main event at the SuperSports-pro- 
moted Jacksonville half-mile at Jax 
Raceway. Boody, the 1984 series 
winner, took the lead from the Gard- 
ner Sn emt Harley-Davidson 





of Poovey on the fifth lap and held 
him off for the win. Chandler moved 
into third when teammate Randy 
Goss dropped out with engine trou- 
bles on the eighth lap, and recorded 
his best finish of the season. Pete 
Hames moved into second in the 
standings with a fourth and fast qua- 
lifier Chris Carr was fifth. 

Brad Furlong, of Centralia, Illi- 
nois, won the Junior final ahead of 
Mickie Fontana and Robert Lewis Jr. 
and the Novice main went to Brian 
Bonesteel with Randy Turbett and 
Eric Sassaman following. 

The Jacksonville race, originally 
scheduled for Friday, March 1, was 
rained out and rescheduled for 
tonight, March 5. The weather was 
more cooperative and the stands were 
close to capacity at the short half- 
mile facility. 

The 36 Novices ran through five 
heats to qualify for the two 10-rider 
semis which would advance the rid- 
ers to the main. John Resso III took 
the first semi on his Honda with 
Turbett second and Craig Estelle

third. The second semi was won by 
Bonesteel with Ron Bertrand second 
and Robert Damron third. 

Turbett got the holeshot and began 
to pull away from the 10 rider field at 
the beginning of the 10 lap final, but 
gradually Bonesteel, on the House of 
Power/Mario Bernardini Wood- 
Rotax, reeled him in and passed him 
at the halfway mark. Damron was 
pulling away from Bertrand and 
Estelle when Sassaman made his move 
and slid into third. Sassaman on the 
Taylor White Racing Wood-Rotax 
pressed for second, but the move was 
a little too late and he had to settle for 
third behind Bonesteel and Turbett. 
Estelle and Damron took fourth and 
fifth, respectively. 

“Turns three and four were tricky, 
but I talked with Junior Dominic 
Michaud and he was going low- 
high-low into three because of the 
ruts. I gave it a shot and it worked,” 
said Bonesteel. 

Brad Furlong proved to be the best 
of the 10 Juniors from the field of 65 
that had transferred to the first semi 
with Rusty Rogers second. The second 
semi went to Mickie Fontana with 
Keith Gregoire and Ben Siudara close 
behind. 

Siudara went down on the first lap 
of the final along with Brad Furlong, 
but, although Furlong made the re- 
start, Siudara didn’t, and had to be 
taken to the hospital for observation. 

Furlong led the restart with Fon- 
tana second, Gregoire third, and Lewis 
fourth. Gregoire slipped off the dark 
groove at the halfway point letting 
Rusty Rogers and Dominic Michaud 
by with Greg Gatliff getting past a 
lap later. Furlong, unfazed by the 
first lap mishap, sped to the win with 
Fontana and Lewis in tow. 

Pete Hames led the trio of himself, 
Randy Goss and Steve Morehead in 
the first Expert semi. The trio ran 
ahead of a separate battle for fourth 
involving Chris Carr and Dan In- 
gram. Goss was using a lower line 
but Hames was sticking on the groove 
frustrating -the Freddie Spencer 
Racing/SuperTrapp rider. But com- 
ing out of the last lap Goss slid 
underneath Hames and hooked up 
better for the charge to the flag win- 
ning by less than a foot. Morehead 
held onto third ahead of Carr, Hames 
and the Tex Peel Racing mount of 
Tom Maitland. 

Terry Poovey jumped into the lead 





of the second semi with Boody and 
M.J. Sponseller-sponsored Rodney 
Farris in third ahead of Robert Crabbe 
on the Lancaster H-D and Goss’ 
teammate Doug Chandler. Farris was 
setting up Boody on the high side 
and went around him on the fifth 
lap. A lap later Chandler got by, but 
Boody was safe in fourth. Poovey’s 
margin at the end was three lengths 
over Farris, with Chandler, Boody, 
and Crabbe behind. 

Once again in the final, Poovey got 
the holeshot, but this time Boody was 
heading forward and not backwards. 
Hames was third and Crabbe a sur- 
prising fourth ahead of Farris and 
Goss. Goss moved up into third on 
lap three while teammate Chandler 
was having his problems getting past 
Crabbe. Hames held off Ingram for 
sixth. 

On the fifth lap, Boody drove 
around Poovey for the lead with Goss 
on the move in third. The three 
began opening up some breathing 
room on Chandler who finally worked 
his way past Crabbe. On the ninth 
lap Goss’ RS-750 began smoking 
badly and he pulled out while run- 
ning third. 

“Tt just tied up tighter than hell,” 
tuner Jerry Griffiths said. “It doesn't 
sound too good.” 

Meanwhile Boody was gaining the 
slightest of margins on Poovey and at 
the checkered flag he had a two 
length lead with Chandler third by a 
few feet and Hames fourth, about 50 
yards back. Á 

Hames had been hoping to do bet- 
ter but said that his Gardner, Gris- 
wold, Board Racing H-D “had been 
missing all weekend. We’ve been try- 
ing to get the miss out and I guess 
that’s what we’ll do when we go 
home. I got a good start, but the tire 
wasn’t working very well.” 

Chandler said, “It was a typical 
start for me. The Harleys should be 
better on a track like this, so we've 
been trying things on the half miles, 
like suspension and chassis things. 
There isn’t that much passing here 
and I was surprised to come from 
where I did. If I could have gotten 
around Crabbe sooner I might have 
gotten Poovey at the finish.” 

“I got Terry down the back straight. 
He was spinning coming out of two 
and I gota better drive,” Boody ex- 
plained. “I was having a lot of trou- 
ble out there. ct was slippery gen I 
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was riding the edge.”

Jones hits 
a triple

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 7-8-9 
No one could have said it more 
eloquently: “We figured we’d 
do well here at the stadium,” 
Ronnie Jones of Oklahoma 
City, Oklahoma began, “But we didn’t 
figure to do this well.” “This well” 
was Daytona Memorial Stadium short 
track history: three wins in the three 
nights of Junior/Expert racing on 
the heavily grooved stadium track. 

“We didn’t have to change anything 
over the course of the three nights,” 
he continued, “Skip Marett and 
Dennis Harris of GF Racing set the 
new bike up right from the start and I 
just tried to ride the same smooth 
line.” 

But even though Jones scored the 
maximum points in the stadium, he 
didn’t score any points in the two 
half-mile opening events of the 
$10,500 Wiseco-Daytona Dirt Track 
Series and the series winner, for the 
third time, was Texan Terry Poovey 
with 63 points to Jones’ 60. Tied for 
third with 53 points were Ted Boody 
and Pete Hames, who saw his series 
title chances go out the window when 
he failed to qualify out of his semi on 
Saturday, the final night of racing. 

Wednesday night showcased the 
talents of the first and second year 
professionals and it was one of the 
three riders in the 12-rider main, 
Bruce Johnson of Salinas, Califor- 
nia, that survived several restarts for 
his second win of the week. Follow- 
ing Johnson were Juniors Mark 
Mannschreck and Rob Lewis. 

Recent history has shown the short 
track racing at Memorial Stadium to 
be hard-to-pass follow-the-leader 
freight train type racing. The first 
rider to the first corner is usually the 
winner, especially in the early elimi- 
nation and scratch heats. Because of 
this, a new crushed limestone surface 
was laid down over the packed dirt 
with much ballyhoo and close racing 
and passing was promised. Unfortu- 
nately, it was never delivered. 

“The problem is they’re afraid to 
water it,” stadium veteran and past 
series winner Ted Boody said. “They 
don’t want it to get too wet, but that’s 
the only way they can have close rac- 
ing here. It was no different this year 
than last.” 

Gardner Racing’s Terry Poovey 
agreed. When asked if it was different 
than last year he replied, “About the 
same,” and said of its surface chang- 
ing from night to night, “It was OK.” 
Thursday 

Poovey won the first of the scratch 
heats on Thursday, the opening 
Expert/Junior night and it turned 
out to be the fastest. Ronnie Jones, 
Ted Boody, Randy Goss, Pete Hames, 
Chris Carr, Chris Evans and Tom 
Maitland won the following seven 











heats which trimmed the 48-rider 
field to 40 for the 10-man eight-lap 
semis. 

Poovey went back out and won the 
first semi by 40 yards ahead of Boody 
and Tim Mertens. Freddie Spencer 
Racing/SuperTrapp’s Randy Goss 
won the second semi from Jones and 
Oklahomans Jones and Scott Adams. 
Pete Hames, Rich King and Tom 
Maitland qualified for the main from 
the third semi and the fourth was 
won by Fran Brown with Chris Carr 
and Rodney Farris the last two into 
the main. 

Goss got the holeshot in the final 
and tried running on the far edge of 
the groove in the loose limestone 
while Jones stuck on the pole with 
Hames, Poovey and Boody on the 
groove and Fran Brown, in sixth, on 
the light cushion. 

“I couldn’t get it to work on the 
bottom,” Goss said of his Honda, 
“So I had to ride up top.” 

Goss and Jones were virtually even 
until the third lap when Jones slipped 
by exiting turn four. Poovey was in 
third, but moving up, with Hames 
and Boody holding their spots and 
Hames stretching his advantage on 
Boody. 

Nothing changed until the eighth 
lap and then everything changed, for 
Goss at least. 

Coming down from the high line 
out of turn four Goss made contact 
with Poovey and slid into. the con- 
crete wall. He quickly remounted, 
but was in last place. 

“I knew he had me beat there and 
the rear end of his bike just came 
around and clipped me accidentally,” 
Goss said. 

Poovey, concerned with Goss’ 
safety, was relieved to hear that Goss 
had no hard feelings. “I don’t need 
any more problems,” he said. One of 
his problems was an undiagnosed 
engine problem. His sponsor, Chuck 
Gardner of Gardner Racing, said, 
“He was losing half a second a lap 
and we don’t know what it is.” Poovey 
had tried Goss’ unorthodox line but 
said that “I tried it once and went 
backwards.” 

Jones’ win was secure after Goss 
fell with Poovey a solid second. Hames 
took third and Mertens passed Boody 
in turn four late in the race for fourth. 

“T kind of felt the cushion would 
go away,” Jones said. “The times 
were slower earlier and we geared 
higher. I wasn’t paying any attention 
to what was happening behind me. I 
don’t ever look back. You hear echoes 
in this place so you never know 
what’s going on.” 

Gardner, Griswold, and Board 
Racing-sponsored Hames, who moved 
into second in the point standings 
with his third here, said, “I used the 
middle line. I was trying all over dur- 
ing the night, I tried high and I tried 
low and settled in the middle.” 
Friday 

Hames began Friday night with 
the first heat win while Jones took 
the second and fastest heat. The fol- 
lowing six lap eight-rider heats were 
won by Dan Ingram, Chris Carr, 
Tom Maitland, Terry Poovey, Rod- 
ney Farris and Randy Hunt. 

The 121-rider field was down to 40 
for the semis which Jones led off with 
a win. Farris was second and Sammy 
Sweet third. Poovey bested Delaware’s 
Eric Rausch for the second semi win 
with fellow Texan Billy Herndon 
third. Pete Hames kept the heat on 
Tim Mertens the entire length of the 
third semi and the pressure paid off 
with a turn three last lap pass on the 
outside of the Belleville Honda rider. 
Will Davis survived an early charge 
by Tom Maitland to finish third. 
Chris Carr won the final semi by a 
full straightaway with Fran Brown 
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The start of the 250cc A class involved a pileup which ended the day for 
Jack Penton (on the ground) and several other riders.

Ballard blasts 
River Ranch

Can-Am teammates Geoff Ballard and John 
Martin romped to first and second overall at 
the River Ranch National Hare Scrambles, 
the first of 10 races in the 1985 series. Suzuki- 


mounted Ed Swearingen was 
third overall and third in the 
250cc A class behind Ballard 
and Martin. Team Husky’s 
Mark Hyde was fourth overall and 
firstin Open A, with Gary Johnston 
of Laurel, Mississippi, rounding out 
the top five. 

This was the third annual River 
Ranch National Hare Scrambles—the 
second hosted by the Later Gators 
M.C. of Miami, Florida — and it 
may sadly be the last, unless a land 
use agreement can be reached with 
the State of Florida prior to the 1986 
racing season. The start/finish/pit 
area and a portion of this year’s 12.5 
mile track were recently purchased by 
the State as part of their plan to 
return the Kissimmee River to its 
original, natural state. The majority 
of 379 entrants expressed the fervent 
hope that a solution can be found to 
preserve one of the premier stops on 
the National Hare Scrambles circuit. 

The day’s activities began with a 9 
a.m. parade lap, followed by a Sup- 
port race at 10 a.m. At noon the main 
event got under way, with 39 Open 
-class riders first off the line after a 
dead-engine, straddle-your-bike start. 
KTM America’s Jack Penton was 
among the 52 250cc A riders who 
started a minute later, but a first turn 
pileup ended the race for him and 
several others. Later a bruised Penton 
said, “This guy came out of nowhere 
and took me out big time. Instead of 
turning where we had to go between 
the trees, he kept going straight and 
hit me broadside at about 30 miles an 
hour.” The collision broke the triple 
clamp on his KTM. 

At the end of lap one, Husky/Bel 
Ray/Hi-Point/AXO/Autolite Spark 
Plugs/Smith/Metzeler/Bell/Pit Stop 
Racing-supported Mark Hyde held a 
slim lead over Randy Small and Gary 





Johnston, with Bob Bean and Barry 


Bell about a minute and a half behind. 
After lap two, Hyde and his 400WR 


were nearly a minute ahead of Small 
and Johnston, while Husky’s Kevin 
Hines moved into. fourth. Hines 
remained in contention for several 
laps, but eventually DNF with 
apparent ignition problems. Small 
rode extremely well, sliding into the 
scoring chute right behind Hyde at 
the end of lap four and passing him 
on lap five. Hyde repassed Small on 
the sixth lap. “I never saw him after 
that,” Hyde said. 

Meanwhile, tight battles were shap- 
ing up between Ed Swearingen, Geoff 
Ballard and Randy Hawkins in 250cc 
A, Michael Jones, Bobby Griffin and 
Allen Womble in 125cc A, and Barry 
Higgins and John Fero in Senior A. 
Husky/Carolina Tools supported 
Hawkins said, “I was riding with 
that Suzuki rider (Swearingen) and 
Ballard for a while, but then they just 
pulled away from me. The dust really 
made it tough. It wasn't so bad on the 
open stretches where the breeze could 
blow it away, but in the tree sections 
the dirt was black, and it just hung in 
the air all day.” 

Both Ballard, the defending Na- 
tional Hare Scrambles Champion, 
and Martin were riding new Can-Am 
water pumpers, and they said 
the bikes performed flawlessly. 
Martin’s skill and endurance prevailed 
as he steadily worked his way up to 
second in 250cc A, while Ballard 
moved into first. Florida Trail Rider 
Allen Scott eventually finished fifth 
in 250cc A, one of less than 20 entrants 
who would compete nine laps in the 
grueling, nearly four-hour race, and 
he said, “I was dicing with Martin the 
first eight laps. He’s a fantastic rider. I 
saw him do an endo-cross out in the 
palmenee for.about 50 feet one time, 
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Can-Am’‘s John Martin (left) and Geoff Ballard dominated at River Ranch, 
with Ballard taking the 250cc and overall honors over Martin. 





and he never lost it.” 

Hyde, who recently moved from 
Ohio to Ft. Pierce, Florida, put ina 
near-perfect ride until his seventh 
lap. “My pit crew told me Ballard 
was closing on me for overall, so I 
turned it up a little and made up the 
time, and then I crashed.” Momen- 
tarily stunned, Hyde spent about 30 
seconds on the ground before -re- 
mounting his 400WR. “‘I just kind of 
cruised after that. I kept looking over 
my shoulder to make sure there 
weren’t any yellow plates (Open A 
riders) coming up on me.” Even at 
cruise speed, Hyde finished the remain- 
ing two-and-a-half laps only six min- 
utes behind Ballard on corrected time. 

Swearingen, an 18-year-old Flor- 
ida Trail Riders member from Avon 
Park, said, “I had no real problems 
today. I just need to work on my pit 
stops. Every time I came in, it took 
them about two minutes to give me 
gas and stuff.” 


The Senior A class was won by Scott 
Wolfersberger, who finished second 
in the Four-Stroke class in the 1984 
series. He said, “I loved it. I was having 
a ball until I gassed up halfway 
through. Then the bike was full of 
gas, and/ ran out of gas. It was snow- 
ing in New Jersey until two weeks 
ago, and I just wasn’t in shape.” 

Two-time Senior class champion 
Barry Higgins DNF on his seventh 
lap. It happened rightat the eight mile 
marker, in a section many riders 
called the “Palmetto Freeway” — a 
lengthy stretch of white powdery sand 
which deteriorated by race end into 
giant, bike-swallowing whoops. Fero 
fell out of contention with apparent 
bike problems, and Al Chuppa fin- 
ished second on Senior A despite los- 
ing nearly five minutes on the first 
lap when he stopped to assist a 250cc 
A rider who took a bad tumble and 
was struck in the back by his own 
bike. 

Winner Tony Hendon was the only 
member of the 200cc A class to turn 
nine laps, while Miamians Michael 
Jones, Bobby Griffin and Barry Doan 
finished 1-2-3 in 125cc A. Griffin 
said, “Mike and I considered it a tie. 
We rode together the whole race. We 
just seta pace and kept it. Other guys 
tried to lock on, but they couldn’t. 
We just went out there to have a good 
time.” 

Florida Trail Riders also took the 
top three spots in Super Senior A, 
with Don Thrasher passing the early 
leader, George Singler, and-hanging

on for the win. Past Super Senior 
titlist Dave Henry worked his way 
from eighth place to second in the 
final two laps, riding Kevin Hines’ 
400WR bike. “That bike is just like a 
tractor,” Henry said. “I never stalled 
it all day.” 

In the finish chute a dusty but 
happy Geoff Ballard said, “It all 
went (according) to plan today. I told 
Jeff (Smith, Can-Am’s Product Man- 
ager) I'd try to get a good start and 
then wear them (the Open A leaders) 
down. Those 500s can be hard on 
you.” He reported no problems, other 
than an air filter which became 
increasingly clogged with dust as the 
race wore on. “I was probably run- 
ning a little rich, too,” he said, “but I 
was afraid of seizing, which some of 
the other bikes did. It’s very close to 
sea level here.” 

Husky’s Eddie Lojak, the 1983 Na- 
tional Hare Scrambles champ, fin- 
ished ninth in 250cc A after running 
out of gas in his fourth lap. “I was 
ready to strangle someone (in his pit 
crew),” he said.

Round 1 


Michaud mauls field in Spain

PERAMOLA, SPAIN, FEB. 24 
Wearing the number two bib, 
Frenchman Thierry Michaud 


began his crack at winning the 
26 World Championship title with 


a superb and demoralizing win in the 
opening round in Spain. 

Riding the new single shock Fan- 
tic in World Championship compe- 
tition for the first time, the 1984 series 
runner-up had a tremendous 22 mark 





advantage over his nearest rival after 
two laps of 21 sections and more than 
seven hours of exciting action. 


With a host of French spectators 
traveling across the nearby French 


border to the small Pyrennean village 
of Peramola for the trial, Michaud 
was cheered and chased as he tackled 
the huge and slippery rock steps with 
skill and verve to claim his outstand- 
ing victory. 

Michaud was in a class of his own, 
but leading the pack of riders eager to 
challenge him for the title was Bri- 





tain’s Steve Saunders who claimed 
his best series placing to date with a 
fine runner-up spot. Saunders, rid- 
ing the production single shock 250 
Honda for only the second time in 
competition, beat the World Cham- 
pion and Honda's number one, Eddy 
Lejeune, by four marks, to thrill his 
Japanese bosses who were in Spain 
for the opening round. 

And Saunders’ ride could have been 
even better. He started badly, losing 
25 marks in the first 10 sections com- 
pared to eventual llth placed fin- 
isher Mazaya Yamamoto’s 10. At the 
end of the opening lap the Briton was 
down in seventh place, but he found 
the form which has taken him to a 
double British Championship, 
equalled Michaud’s second lap score, 
and leapt to the top of the challeng- 
ing riders. 

For Eddy Lejeune on the new 360 
single shock Honda it was a steady if 
uninspiring start to his attempt at a 
fourth consecutive title. He claimed 
third place on the most cleans tie 
decider with 12 zeros to the best Spa- 
niard’s 11. That rider was Merlin’s 
number one, Luis Gallach, who leads 
the Spanish title chase and was con- 
sidered by many a possible winner in 
his home round. 

With the order changing almost 
event by event, the youngsters are tak- 
ing the stage. The new names include 
Saunders, Diego Bosis from Italy on 
Montesa, Gallach, Pascal Couturier 
on Beta from France, Tony Scarlett 
on Yamaha from England and 
Michaud. Regretably, American 
Bernie Schreiber had a day he’ll want 
to forget as he could only manage 
34th place, but he wasn’t alone in the 
disaster stakes as 1983 American 
round winner John Lampkin was 
only marginally better off in 30th 
place. 

Organized by the efficient and expe- 
rienced M.C. Tarrassa, with Luis 
Vancells acting as clerk of the course 
for the 19th time, the Spanish round 
was as good as ever. Utilizing a 
course that was entirely new to almost 
all the riders, Vancells plotted a course 
that was reminiscent of a Spanish 
round of the late seventies. The tight 
turns so familiar in modern trials 
were almost entirely absent with 
straight sections and plenty of room 
demanding a style of riding where 
line planning and the ability to find 
grip proving crucial for success. 

It proved to be a cracking trial ona 
day when the sun shone brilliantly 
with the large crowds basking in the 
warm sun. Enthusiasm for the event 
was as strong as ever, but the finan- 
cial recession and the trial’s northerly 
location kept the crowds to smaller 
numbers than in recent years. How- 
ever, they were as noisy as ever with 
horns blaring and voices shouting as 
they cheered on their Spanish heroes. 

Right from the start Michaud 
appeared as the man to beat. He was 
on top form and by cleaning the third 
section of the day when all his rivals 
faltered he took the lead he was never 
to lose. At the end of the opening lap 
he was 13 marks ahead and increased 
that by another nine come the end of 
his second circuit. Nobody could 
match his talent on the day, but with 
Saunders looking good, the next 11 
trials in the series should be just as 
thrilling. 

At this early stage, predicting a 
World Champion for 1985 is just 
about impossible. One thing is cer- 
tain though, Eddy Lejeune is going 
to have his work cut out to win for the 
fourth time, and that has got to be 
good for the sport. e

-USA/Hi-Point) was running 
fourth at the bomb behind Ted 
Hunnicutt (Yam), Eric Hall- 
gath (Hon) and Derrick Paiement 
(Hus), but by the end of the first loop 
had moved up to challenge Hallgath 
for the lead.

Be aware that many areas of sports medicine, training, and nutrition do not 
offer black-and-white answers. Training is as much an art form as it is a science. 
In many ways, preparing an athlete is similar to tuning a racing engine. It’s part 
study, part experiment, part dreaming up new approaches, part trying different 
combinations. It’s putting past results and present ideas together, searching for 


something that works better. 


Research often suggests answers but conclusive evidence may be lacking. And 
continuing research sometimes questions or invalidates principles and ap- 
proaches previously accepted. Differing views, where applicable, will be men- 
tioned along with indications of new research that may change prevailing views. 





Use it or lose it 

Unfortunately, muscles are not like 
money. You can work hard, deposit 
your dollars in a bank, collect inter- 
est, and use your cash at any time in 
the future. With muscles, however, 
the depositor loses his principal. 
Rather rapidly. 

Lack of stress leads to muscular 
atrophy, the loss of blood volume 
and contracting proteins. This mus- 
cle shrinkage can begin after four 
days of inactivity. In a year’s time, 
totally inactive muscle can lose as 
much as 75 percent of its volume. 
Anyone who has ever looked at a 
limb just removed from a cast is well 
aware of the effects of muscular 
atrophy. 

It is estimated that a two-month 
layoff can harm the efforts of years of 
training. That’s why serious athletes 
are urged to use some form of off- 
season training to maintain muscle 
tone or minimize atrophy. 

Muscle may shrink, but it does not 
turn to fat. Muscle is muscle. How- 
ever, more fat may be stored above 
shrinking muscle, especially if an 
athlete doesn’t reduce his calories as 
he reduces his exercise. 


Heat cramps 

Fluid loss, accelerated by hot, 
humid weather, also speeds, the loss 
of minerals the muscles rely on for 
contractions. This loss makes cramsp 
(or fatigue seizures) more likely. 

O Don’t take amphetamines. They 
create a false sense of accomp- 
lishment and also mask warning 
signals of pain and possible heat 
stroke. Athletes on amphetamines 
have died during endurance com- 
petition because To couldn’t 


ceeteeeg siroke». 


tof heat stroke. 








O Decrease protein intake. Excessive 
protein intake increases fluid loss. 


Training while sick 

Should you ignore illness and keep 
training? Or reduce your workouts? 
Or lay off completely? 

Listen to what your body tells you. 
Continue training if it doesn’t make 
you feel worse, but don’t force your- 
E to keep going. 

Usually, with a head cold, you can 
continue at your regular pace or a 
slightly reduced pace. Don’t intensify 
your workouts thinking you can sweat 
out a cold. You can’t. 

Generally, it’s best to lay off until a 
sore throat departs. Chest colds also 
warrant reducing or suspending train- 
ing for awhile. 

Stop training if you have a type of 
virus that makes your muscles ache. 
Stressing heart muscle while you have 
this type of virus can be dangerous or 
even fatal. 

A general rule for illness is to take 
off two days from training for each 
day of fever. Don’t resume your nor- 
mal program immediately. Ease back 
into it. 

Consult your doctor if you are 
taking any medications. With many 
drugs, it is better not to get over- 
heated with exercise. Avoid antihis- 
tamines if you are competing in hot 
weather. It is generally believed that 
they increase the possibility of heat 
stroke. 

Be aware that illness may be your 
body’s way of indicating overtrain- 
ing. Your immunity system becomes 
less resistant because of training 
stresses. 


Muscular growth chemistry 
(1) Stress. Contracting muscle 











response that stimulates future 
growth. it is believed the increased 
production of creatine phosphate 
triggers the production of additional 
contraction protein within the fiber. 

(2) Rest. Recovery time after stress 
allows for the repair of minor tissue 
damage and the growth of thicker 
fiber (hypertrophy). 

(3) Nutrition, a balanced diet pro- 
vides the nutrients necessary to both 
fuel the stress exercise and nourish 
muscle growth. 

Thicker muscle fiber is stronger 
muscle fiber, just as an inch-thick 
rope is stronger than a half-inch 
rope. 

The capillary network within the 
muscle also grows, increasing the 
local blood supply. Muscular growth 
also stimulates an increase in myo- 
globin (used for oxygen pickup) as 
well as the storage of muscle glycogen. 


Flexibility Training 

Flexibility refers to the range and 
ease of movement of a joint or com- 
bination of joints. Increasing the 
range of motion usually permits the 
safe generation of more skeletal force. 
(Numerous studies have shown that 
flexibility training enhances rather 
than interferes with strength train- 
ing.) 

Flexibility, along with joint tissue 
strength, may prevent or at least min- 
imize sudden-stress injuries. Brad 
and I both feel his flexibility and 
strength training help reduce the risk 
of injury or at least minimize injury 
following a sudden getoff. (However, 
studies indicate no conclusive evi- 
dence that improved flexibility pre- 
vents injuries.) 

Other benefits of flexibility train- 
ing include improved circulation,

awareness, and a reduction of muscu- 
lar tension. 

An individual's flexibility depends 
on several elements: 

D Joint geometry. 

O Connective tissue. 

O Muscle group strength, con- 

tracted and extended. 
O Body proportions. 
O Body fat distribution. 


Resistance exercises performed over 
a full range of motion improve flexi- 
bility. Nautilus equipment offers this 
benefit. Free weights are not particu- 
larly useful for flexibility training. 

Stretching is the best way to increase 
flexibility.. The various elements of a 
joint respond differently to stretch- 
ing. Muscles and fasciae stretch eas- 
ily; tendons don’t. Ligaments, once 
stretched, resist returning to original 
length. 


Often overlooked in the past, 
stretching is now emphasized in many 
training programs because of the 
benefits it offers — increased flexibil- 
ity and reduced strains and sprains. 
(Interestingly, a study by the Institute 
of Sports Medicine and Trauma 
selected a flexibility-oriented athletic 
activity as the most physically de- 
manding. Basketball, soccer, football, 
and baseball, in that order, were all 
ranked behind ballet dancing.) 

There are two different stretching 
techniques: 

D Static. 

O Dynamic. 

Static stretching, relaxed and sus- 
tained without bouncing movement, 
is recommended. Done properly, static 
stretching avoids activation of a 
muscle reaction called stretch reflex 
which occurs when a muscle groupis ~ 
stretched beyond its limit. The ner- 


vous system sends.contration signals. 





to protect against further overstress- 
ing. 

Dynamic (bouncing-type) stretch- 
ing is more likely to activate stretch 
reflex. When this happens, muscle 
fiber, attempting to contract as the 
bone keeps moving, may tear. This 
produces inelastic scar tissue (invo- 
luntary muscle shortening) which 
eventually reduces elasticity. 

Forget about strength training’s 
no-pain-no-gain slogan when stretch- 
ing. Stretching should not be pain- 
ful. Stretch to a limit. Forcing acti- 
vates the stretch reflex. 

Stretching authority Bob Ander- 
son recommends a two-step approach 
for static stretching: 

(1) The easy stretch. 

(2) The developmental stretch. 

The easy stretch. Stretch until mild 
tension is felt to warm up for a devel- 
opmental stretch. Hold the stretch 
from five to 30 seconds. Tension 
should reduce as the stretch is held. If 
it doesn’t reduce the stretch slightly. 
Breathe slowly and normally. 

The developmental stretch. Extend 
the stretch slightly, to a point of ten- 
sion, and hold it from 10 to 30 


seconds. Again, the tension should- 


reduce as the stretch is held. Breathe 
slowly and normally. 

Concentrate on staying within your 
stretch limits, avoiding stretch-reflex. 
Let your muscles tell you how far to 
stretch. Don’t arbitrarily set a goal 
(such as three inches beyond your 
toes). 

Gradually, by stretching to your 
limit but not beyond it, your flexibil- 
ity will increase. 

Any stretching at the beginning of 
a workout should be preceded by a 
warm-up period of easy, gentle move- 
ments that stimulate increased blood 
flow and the release of synovial fluid 
which lubricates the joints. Gener- 
ally, it’s best to warm up until sweat- 
ing begins before beginning specific 
stretch exerciese. Use easy stretches at 
first. 

Although stretching is commonly 
thought of as warm-up exercise, the 
best results are achieved after a work- 
out. Warm, fully-oxygenated muscles 
will be much more responsive to 
developmental stretching, the stretch- 
ing that actually increases flexibility. 

Stretching after exercising also 
helps loosen muscles tightened by 
training. 

The flexibility program Brad uses 
is similar to one used by the Milwau- 
kee Brewers baseball team. I devised 
the program, designed to stretch the 
entire body, for the DeLaSalle base- 
ball team. Bob Rodgers, then the 
manager of the Brewers, visited the 
school to do a clinic for one of our 
coaches, an old friend. Bob liked the 
program and decided to use it with 
his team. 

I added the stretching exercises to 
Brad’s off-season training program 
and maintained them for pre-season 
and in-season training. Stretching 
really helps get the body back in 
shape after an end-of-season or injury 
layoff. And, at the beginning of the 
off-season program, it also prepares 
an athlete for the heavy-duty training 
coming up. 

We use a complete series of easy 
stretches after the morning run (before 
the weight workout) and again after 
the Nautilus workout (which itself 
helps improve range of motion). ®

the same treatment, and as long as 
both tires are in contact with ice or 
snow, you get a confident feel. 

Deep snow, however, can be a 
problem. The skis provide a certain 
amount of flotation, which is the hot 
ticket in powdery snow up to about a 
foot deep, or where the snow is hard- 
packed (similar to a groomed ski 
slope). But if the white stuff gets up 
where it’s waist deep, forget it. The 
skis will carry you high enough in 
the snow cover to where you lose all 
traction at the rear wheel. Then you 
come to a sinking halt, as the wheel 
digs its way earthward. 

Sull, for military use on either 
snow-covered or dry terrain, where 
typical applications would be mainly 
for courier and reconnaissance duty, 
the bike is a natural and very effec- 
tive. KTM has already sold nearly 800 
of the bikes — 500 with the automatic 
clutch and approximately 300 with 
conventional clutches — to the Aus- 
trian Army. The bike is currently 
under consideration for use by the 
Norwegian Army and several other 
countries, including the U.S. Army. 
And to meet the required standards, a 
multitude of changes over their con- 
sumer line of machinery has been 
designed to quiet the bike toa whisper 
compared to the average dirt bike. 
And since the bike would be ridden 
by many soldiers with little or no 
motorcycle experience, a low seat 
height for easier handling was a 
must. KTM met that criteria and did 
so without severely sacrificing sus- 
pension. travel — something we'd

like to see applied to their consumer 
line. The seat height is a very comfort- 
able 33 inches, while travel is right in 
the ball park with the average compe- 
tition enduro bike — 10.5 inches 
front and 9.5 in the rear. 

The resulting frame bears little 
resemblance to anything offered to 
the public other than the basic engine 
cradle design, but the single-shock 
Pro Lever suspension—of 1982 
vintage—has been fitted. The shock 
is a basic emulsion type without an 
external reservoir, while the swing- 
arm is still aluminum (coated in 
olive drab paint). 

Technology in other areas is a 
blend of old and new. Up front is an 
up-to-date version of the Brembo disc 
brake, while the drum brake in the 
rear is a holdover from KTMs of the 
early 70s. The fork is a 40mm Mar- 
zocchi unit. 

The top end of the air-cooled 247cc 
motor is virtually identical to. that 
used on KTM enduro models in 1982, 





while the bottom end could have 
been stolen from the '85 models (the 
left side case even has the water pump 
bulge molded in). 

A morsel of high technology resides 
atop the front fork — a rectangular 
headlight that stays lit (at full power) 
even after the engine dies, this from 
an electrical system that has no bat- 
tery. The trick here is the use of a 
simple capacitor, which stores elec- 
tricity while the motor revs. A more 
common use of the capacitor is in 
electronic flash units fitted to many 
cameras. 

Since long range was mandated, 
KTM fitted a fuel tank larger than 
that on any off-road bike this side of 
Paris-to-Dakar — 5.1 gallons includ- 
ing a one-gallon reserve. Non-stop 
excursions between fuel depots well 
over 100 miles apart are possible over 
dry ground. Plowing through the 
snow belt will drop mileage consider- 
ably. 

Riding the Gelande-Military fitted

with a conventional clutch and sans 
skis was a barrel of fun. Since the tires 
were shod with sheet metal screws 
(ala ice racing practice) the bike wasa 
natural on ice. Traction was sure- 
footed and the lighter weight (since 
the skis were removed) made the bike 
easier to throw around. 

Still, we were mysteriously drawn 
back to the bike with skis. The snow 
was falling at the rate of an inch per 
hour (a common winter happening 
in northern Ohio, the locals told us) 
and our riding gear was soaked from 
rolling in the snow. But there was 








something about getting a chance to 
play Ricky Graham and Franz Klam- 
mer at the same time that made us 


want more. 

Unfortunately, all good things must 
come to an end, and as darkness 
arrived the bike was put back under 
tight security in a dark corner in the 
KTM warehouse. And as the guard 
put the padlock on the case-hardened 
chain, we thought about how nice it 
would be to have one of them for our 
very own. Maybe someday KTM will 
turn a declassified version of the bike 
loose so we can buy one. 3

nipping Steve Morehead at the line 
for second. 

The pole position went to Jones, 
but he went down in the first corner 
bringing out the red flag. “Poovey 
pulled down on me and took my front 
wheel out. I must have smacked my 
knee because it really hurt. I just sat 
there a minute to clear my head,” 
Jones said. 

Poovey led off the restart with 
Jones second, Hames third and Carr 
fourth. Mertens and Brown followed 
with Brown getting by Mertens on 
the second lap. 

Poovey and Hames both moved 
into the looser limestone and when 
they did Jones scooted by on the 
groove. Chris Carr moved up to chal- 
lenge Poovey. 

Hames was going deeper into the 
corners, squaring them off on the 
higher line and heading for the groove 
at the corner’s exits. He tried the out- 
side of Jones, but was shut down. On 
the same lap Mertens fell, giving 
sixth to Rodney Farris behind Fran 
Brown. 

On the white flag lap Hames was 
on Jones’ rear wheel and tried shoot- 
ing under him exiting the final corner 
but finished second, a length behind. 
Poovey was safe in third as was Carr 
in fourth and Farris in fifth. 

“To compensate for where my bike 
was working I had to take some gear- 
ing off. I was going to get him on the 
last lap,” Hames said, “‘But he nailed 
it.” With his second, Hames moved 
in the series point lead with 53 to 
Poovey’s 50. Boody, who failed to 
qualify for the main, stayed in third 
with 46 and Jones’ second win in a 
row gave him 40. Chris Carr was a 
point back with 39. 

“Yeah, I stayed low,” Carr began. 
“The most consistent lines were there. 
You have to do a lot to compensate 
here. It seems different every night. 
You have to adjust. 

“Basically, all night long they were 
faster. I had the fourth fastest heat 
and semi and knew they would be 
ahead of me. They’re heavier and 
they get better traction,” Ron Wood- 
sponsored Carr added. 

“Tt was a little slicker tonight,” 
Jones said. “I stayed right with the 
same line. Right before the main we 
puta new edge on the tire and scuffed 
it in right. Right now we’re taking it 
one race at a time.” 


Saturday 

Jones came back on Saturday, the 
final night of racing, and opened the 
program with the fast heat win. Rid- 
ers who won the following seven 
heats were Terry Poovey, Ted Boody, 
Pete Hames, Tim Mertens, Eric 
Rausch, Chris Carr and Sammy Sweet. 

Pete Hames saw his chances for the 
series title go sour when he gated 
poorly in the first semi. Hames, 
creeping at the time, double-clutched 
when the green light flashed and 
Jones, Scott Adams and Dan Ingram 
shot past. Hames was back in the 
hunt when he slid under Maitland, 
but was in too hot and off the groove 
moving back to fifth when Doug 
Chandler passed. Jones’ lead was 
impressive — 4.2 seconds at the finish 
on a track where a good lap time is 19 
seconds — and although Chandler 
pressured, he couldn't get Adams for 
second. 

Coming out of the second turn on 
the fourth lap of the second semi, 
Terry Poovey passed “Wild Will’ 
Davis and took the win with Rodney 
Farris third. Tim Mertens was the 
victor of the third semi with Rausch

Stafford and 
Matiasevich lead 
the pack in Texas

LAKE WHITNEY, TX, MAR. 9-10 


The sleepy little town of Whitney, Texas 
awoke last weekend to find its population 
nearly doubled by 1010 motocross riders 
invading the Lake Whitney Cycle Ranch for 


the 1985 Grand National 
Championships. The resulting 
racing proved that Daytona 
Beach wasn’t the only place to 
be in early March. 

Riders representing 21 states com- 
peted in 22 different classes over the 
weekend, but none were more suc- 
cessful than Louisiana’s Scooter Staf- 
ford and California’s Jeff Matiasevich. 
Stafford used three different brands 
of motorcycles over the weekend and 
left the Lone Star State with a win in 
the 250cc Expert class and a second in 
the Open Expert. Matiasevich found 
the Texas sunshine to his liking and 
came away with three wins and a 
second place in the Intermediate Divi- 
sion. 


250cc Expert 


In most of the classes, a starting 
gate the size of a city block would 
have been needed to accommodate 
the numerous entries, so two motos 
were held on Saturday with a final 





moto on Sunday. Such was the case 
in the 250cc Expert. 

In Saturday’s opening moto, Kawa- 
saki-mounted Carroll Richardson 
captured the holeshot while Stafford 
completed the first lap in second 
place. Stafford’s Suzuki was followed 
by Yamaha pilots Jeff Schumacher 
and Kirt Spencer with Billy Whitley 
trailing in fifth. The top five posi- 
tions didn’t alter until lap seven 
when Stafford powered his Suzuki 
past Richardson and into the lead. 
The Baton Rouge resident held on to 
take the win with Richardson, Spen- 
cer, Schumacher and Whitley follow- 
ing. 

Kawasaki-mounted Tommy Watts 
and Yamaha rider Jerry Surber put 
together one of Saturday’s best races 
in the second 250cc moto. Surber 
took the early lead, but Watts wasn’t 
giving in easily and stuck close until 
the last lap. Watts then forged ahead 
ratt rounded out the top three. 

Irving, Texas, resident Dennis 
Hawthorne set out to avenge his 





to take the win with Surber right 
behind in second place. William Sur- 
seventh-place finish in Saturday ’s first 
moto as he grabbed the holeshot in 
Sunday’s final. Richardson got off 
second while Stafford found himself 
in sixth place at the end of the first 
lap. Hawthorne started to pull away 
from the pack on lap two with 
Richardson following in second. 
Whitley moved up to third on the 
second lap while Surratt and Stafford 
climbed to fourth and fifth. 

Stafford squeezed by Whitley on 
lap three to move into fourth but 
Hawthorne continued to dominate 
out front. Lap four had Surratt mov- 
ing into third with Stafford pressing 
him hard. Surratt got by Richardson 
on the fifth lap but that pass was 
short lived as he disappeared on the 
next lap. Stafford forged into second 
pace behind Hawthorne at the finish 
with Richardson, Whitley and Schu- 
macher rounding out the top five. 
Stafford’s 1-2 tally took the overall 
with Richardson’s 7-1 score taking 
second. 


Open Expert 

A less-crowded Open class required 
only two motos, one on Saturday and 
the second on Sunday, but crowds or 
not, Hawthorne once again put his 
Kawasaki out front. He didn’t get the 
holeshot but he didn’t waste any time 
in disposing of those in front of him. 
Watts and Spencer were the first vic- 
tims as Hawthorne surged to the 
front on the opening lap. This time 
Stafford was Honda mounted but it 
didn’t help his start as he ended lap 
one in sixth place. 

Hawthorne started to stretch his 
lead and all eyes focused on Stafford’s 
climb through the pack. Stafford 
moved the Honda into fourth spot on 
the third lap, but it was to no avail 
when he fell on the back section and 
dropped to seventh. Watts continued 
to follow Hawthorne while Spencer, 
Yamaha-mounted Jeff Stanton and 
Kawasaki's Doug Fellers rounded out 
the top five. Stafford got back into the 
fray and charged by Clay Hoenshell 
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to take sixth on lap five. He con- 
tinued to pick up spots in the closing 
stages and eventually ended up fourth 
at the finish. No one, however, could 
stand in Hawthorne’s way as he 
cruised to the first moto win. Watts, 
Spencer, Stafford and Doug Fellers 
filed in after Hawthorne. 

Just as Hawthorne had dominated 
Saturday's race, Stafford proved to be 
unstoppable on Sunday. For awhile, 
however, it looked to be a re-run of 
Saturday as Hawthorne stole the hole- 
shot and pulled away from the pack. 
Watts held on to second with Stafford 
and Spencer hot on his heels. Stafford 
moved by Watts and set his sights on 
Hawthorne during lap two as the 
duo left the rest of the pack behind. 

By lap four Stafford was pushing 
Hawthorne hard and on lap five he 
went by on the outside in a right 
hand sweeper in front of the starting 
tower. Meanwhile, Spencer had got- 
ten by Watts to take over third but 
Watts continued to pressure the 
Kawasaki pilot. Stafford gained a 
seven-second advantage after seven 
laps with Hawthorne a safe second. 
The battle for third continued with 
Spencer eventually pulling clear on 
the last lap. Watts took the checkered 
flag for. fourth with Hoenshell and 
Stanton following in fifth and sixth, 
respectively. Hawthorne’s 1-2 tally 
earned him the overall with Stafford 
taking second and Spencer ending up 
third. 

Stafford’s first and second in the 
Open and 250cc Expert brought a 
smile to his face and an increase to his 
wallet, but the 125cc class didn’t treat 
him as kindly. 

“If I wouldn’t have crashed in that 
first Open moto I might have won 
them both,” Stafford said. “I bor- 
rowed the Open bike (Honda), I rode 
the Suzuki (250cc) because they pay 
the money and the Kawasaki (125cc) 
was just sitting in the garage, but it 
was too slow. I just rode it to make 
some more money; it’s one of last 
year’s bikes.” 
125cc Expert 


Kawasaki-mounted Bader Manneh 
grabbed the holeshot in Saturday’s 
opening 125cc moto, but Team 
Green's Carroll Richardson and Eddie 
Warren constantly swapped positions 
early. Warren and Richardson both 
got by Manneh and he suddenly 
dropped off the pace and into fifth 
place. Warren held on for the win 
with Richardson following in second. 
Manneh finished seventh. 

The second moto on Saturday saw 
Stafford making his third appearance, 
but it wasn’t as successful as the pre- 
vious two. At the end of the first lap, 
Dennis Daft led Yamaha-mounted 
Billy Whitley with Hawthorne close 
behind. Yamaha's Eddie Hicks found 
himself in an unfamiliar ninth place 
going into the second lap. 

Four laps later, Hawthorne moved 
past both Whitley and Daft to take 
over the lead. Hawthorne increased 
his lead and went on to take the win 
with Daft taking second and Surratt 
moving past Whitley for third place. 
Stafford finished sixth and Hicks 
rode in for eighth. 

On Sunday the best 125cc riders 
from Saturday got together to do bat- 
tle in one moto and when it was over 
Eddie Warren stood above the rest. It 
was Richardson, however, with the 
holeshot as Manneh and Warren fol- 
lowed closely. Warren wasn’t hold- 
ing back and he shot by Manneh and 
set his sights on Richardson. On the 
third lap, Warren blasted around the 
outside of Richardson in turn one to 
take the lead. Manneh was all alone 
in third but Surratt;, Whitley, Hicks 
and Yamaha-mounted Kit Vick were 
drawing attention to their race for

Chris Carr won the fourth semi from 
Boody and Brad Taylor. 

Ten National numbers and two 
rookie Experts lined up for the 12-lap 
main. With the $5,000 top prize from 
the Wiseco-Daytona Dirt Track Ser- 
ies still up for grabs the odds were in 
Poovey’s favor. All Poovey needed 
was a fourth or better to recapture the 
title he’d held in 1981 and 1982 even if 
Jones won, which he did, convin- 
cingly. 

Jones was clearly in a class by him- 
self and second placed Tim Mertens 
was also all alone, although a notch 
behind Jones. The battle for third 
wasn’t as clear cut. 

Poovey held it for the duration of 
the race, but the slightest bobble 
would have yielded third to Carr. 
Eric Rausch was lonely in fifth. 

On the seventh lap Brad Taylor 
and Kris Armentrout both went down 
in turn one bringing out the red flag. 
Both remounted but witha single file 
restart Jones lost all of the advantage 
he'd built up. No matter, because on 
the restart he disappeared for the 
final five laps and secured his place 
in Memorial Stadium short track his- 
tory. Mertens held second, and Poo- 
vey’s third, ahead of Carr, was good 
enough for the title, which left him 
virtually. speechless. “He knew that 
he only had to finish fourth or bet- 
ter,” sponsor Chuck Gardner said as 
Poovey posed for pictures with his 
older brother and mechanic Terry, 
“so he rode conservatively.” 

“I knew as long as I kept Boody 
behind me I was in good shape,” 
Poovey said. “I needed that and I also 
got something I didn’t expect: Hames 
not making the feature. I could’ve 
run harder and maybe have won the 
race, but I didn’t want to take a 
chance and fall down.” 

The conservative riding frustrated 
fourth place Carr. “My bike was 
working good and I felt good about 
how I was riding. But he only needed 
fourth and, plus I got off the line 
bad.” 

“This was my best night,” runner- 
up Mertens said. “We changed the 
suspension some on my Belleville 
Honda and I could see Jones at first. I 
thought I could catch him but he was 
getting through the middle of the 
corner better than I was.” 

Jones was good enough to do what 
noone before him had done: complete 
the triple crown. 

“I wasn’t really hoping to get the 
third win here. I was taking it one 
race at a time just trying to win my 
heats and semi. This was a different 
motorcycle than I rode last year and 
we used the same combination every 
night. It was great from the begin- 
ning. I didn’t transfer to the main in 
the half miles so I didn’t get any 
points and never thought I would 
finish this high up in the standings,” 
said Jones. e

The first-ever arena supercross 
in Oregon State Fairgrounds 
history had Washington’s Scott 
Tyler make a double killing at 
the AMA District 28 race.

Het- 
tinga took command of the 125cc Pro 
qualifying, winning over local Kenny 
Olson (Yam) and Washington’s Stacy 
Thornton (Hon). 

Pro mains got the gallery of specta- 
tors buzzing when the 125cc Pros 
mixed it up on lap one. Kawasaki- 
mounted Hettinga blazed into the 
lead while KTM rider Grayson Hart, 
Thornton, Olson and Wes Clark (Suz) 
gave chase. Hettinga felt the heat 
from Hart, who lost shape and was 
passed by Thornton. Thornton rode 
like a madman in pursuit of Het- 
tinga, who has suddenly become the 
dominant force in 125cc Pro action in 
Oregon. Thornton couldn’t find an 
opening and took second ahead of 
Hart, Olson and Clark. 

Tyler did the same to the Open Pro 
contestants during the Open Pro main 
event, after overtaking turn one leader 
Jere Meeker (Yam). Meeker trailed 
Tyler but couldn’t keep a similar 
pace and dropped back to third after 
being displaced by Lange (Yam), 
who suffered a bad start. Lange closed 
in ata blistering rate but Tyler was to 
enjoy his commanding lead to the 
checkered flag. Meeker took third, 
Mitch Kirkpatrick (Kaw) fourth and 
Billy Holtman (Yam) finished fifth. 








Local product Paul Winn won the 
combined Intermediate/Expert heat 
race and charged back to lead the 
main event only to crash and find 
himself trailing Team Green’s Jeff 
Daily. Daily enjoyed a small lead to 
the finish after Winn spectacularly 
was clearing the doubles, attempted 
mainly by the Pros. Daily won the 
Experts while Ryan Holm (Yam) was 
fast enough to beat a hoarde of 
Intermediates.

Chesser, Gibson 
and Hermann score 
at Conroe MX

Scott Chesser, Jeff Gibson and 
Brett Hermann all scored deci- 
sive back-to-back moto wins in 
their respective classes at the 


Conroe MX Park in Conroe, Texas. 
Many riders were warming up for the 
GNC International Finals scheduled 
at Lake Whitney on March 9-10; and 








track operator Benny Clayton is to be 
congratulated for outstanding track 
conditions for the event. 

Some of the most impressive riding 
came in the 125cc Intermediate class, 
as Mark Gerloff (Galveston Hon- 
da/O’Neal) grabbed the holeshot, 
followed by Chesser (Galveston Hon- 
da/Team Tamm) and David Clark 
(Galveston Honda)a very tight second 
and third. The three leaders were so 
tight during the first lap that you 
could throw a blanket over all of 
them. Chesser was breathing on Ger- 
loff’s rear fender, and squared off 
every turn trying to get around his 
teammate. Then Jason Melancon got 
on the gas, and used some unusual 
lines to make it a four-way battle. On 
a hard off-camber left-hander with 
deep ruts, Melancon hit the extreme 
inside lip and table-topped the sec- 
tion to gain time. Melancon passed 
Clark to claim third, and Chesser 
found his way around Gerloff, cut- 
ting some of the fastest lap times of 
the day. 

On the fourth lap Melancon 
dropped out with mechanical prob- 
lems, putting Clark back into third. 
On the next lap Chesser went wide on 
a tight right-hander, going off the 
course and allowing Gerloff to move 
into first. Chesser quickly made up 
the lost time and squeezed back into 
the lead just before the finish. Gerloff 
finished in second, and Clark wasn’t 
far behind in third. 

The second moto started with Ches- 
ser again leading the way, followed 
by Gerloff, Clark, Todd Currie and 
Derrick Stafford. Chesser stretched 
his lead to about five seconds during 
the first few laps, and continued to 
pull to a 10-second lead at the finish. 
Gerloff finished a solid second, and 
Clark took third making it a 1-2-3 
sweep for the Galveston Honda riders. 

In the 250cc Intermediate class, ex- 
pro Larry Hughes (Conroe Suzuki) 
holeshot his RM250, with Jeff Gibson 
(Good Time Cycle) manuevering his 
KX250 through first-turn traffic into 
second place. Hughes pulled a slim 
lead in the first lap, only to lose it to 
Gibson. The pair pulled from the rest 
of the field, and Gibson increased his 
lead to about 10 seconds over second- 
place Hughes. At the finish, a close 
battle for third emerged between John 
Morell (Suz) and Kevin Branch (Suz), 
with Morell besting Branch to take 
the slot. 

For the second moto, Gibson jetted 
out of the gate first, with Hughes 
making his way through traffic into 
the second spot. Hughes stayed close 
during the opening laps, but Gibson 
gradually pulled away, taking the 
victory and the overall with a comfor- 
table 15-second margin. Again, a bat- 
tle mounted for third place in the 
closing laps, and again Morell claimed 
the spot, besting Greg Hambree 
(House of Wheels) by two bike- 
lengths. 

In the first 250cc Expert moto Rusty 
Dovell (Conroe Suzuki) massively 
holeshot the pack into the first turn. 
Kenny Brown followed in second, 
until he crashed, trapping Brett Her- 
mann (Cycle Shack North) behind 
him. Hermann finally got around 
the fallen Honda rider, and up front 
Dovell was looking fast and secure in 
first, with Stuart McAvoy (Kaw) se- 
cond and David Good (Conroe Suzuki) 
third. Then Dovell crashed, McAvoy 
took the lead and Good moved into 
second. Hermann had moved up into 
third place, and stayed on the throttle 
to pass Good. Hermann then made 
his way around McAvoy on the start- 
finish straight, and cruised to a con- 
vincing win. McAvoy ran behind 
Hermann to finish second, and Brown 
finally passed Good to finish third. 

Brown gated perfectlyat the start 
of the second moto, with Hermann, 
McAvoy, Good: and Dovell in tow. 





Hermann passed Brown down a fast 
straight, and Brown held second until 
the eighth lap when McAvoy motored 
by for the spot. Once again Dovell 
crashed big-time, bent his Suzuki, 
and retired for good. Positions re- 
mained the same to the last lap with 
Hermann taking the checkered, Mc- 
Avoy second, Brown in third and 
Good finishing fourth.
